Years ago, lace making was a tedious task. Making bobbin lace or needle lace was time-consuming, and 
garments made using these methods were very expensive. | have seen exquisite examples of Italian, 
Armenian, and Turkish needle lace so intricate that | could not imagine how many hours went into each 
piece. Only royalty and the very affluent could afford to own them. Many of these old pieces are now on 
display in museums throughout the world. 


Thanks to crocheters and knitters who have long experimented with stitches that imitate more intricate lace- 
making methods, lace-making stitches are much easier to do. In this book, we explore methods of making 
crocheted lace. | have included chapters full of lacy stitch patterns to create fabric, edgings, and trims. Many 
of these patterns are shown in different yarns and hook sizes to demonstrate the wide variety of effects that 
can be achieved. Beyond these stitch patterns, there are other methods of crochet that produce unique lace 
fabrics. You will discover how intricate Irish crochet lace can be imitated with freeform crochet lace 
techniques. Bruges lace, done with ordinary hooks, is a unique crochet method that imitates Flemish lace 
originally done on bobbins. Twenty projects are included to give you plenty of inspiration and opportunities to 
try these stitch patterns and crochet methods. 


Usually we think of lace as being made with fine yarns, silk, cotton, and mohair, but by experimenting with 
different yarns and different size hooks, you can make many different lace patterns. | hope that the items in 
the book will stimulate your creativity and that you will have fun experimenting.

Foundation Row: Starting in sixth ch from hook work [1 dc, ch 2, 1 dc] (V stitch plus turning ch made), sk 2 
chs, * [1dc, ch 2, 1 dc] in next ch, sk 2 chs, rep from *, end 1 dc in last ch, turn. 


Row 1: ch 4, *[1 dc, ch 2, 1 de] in next ch-2 sp, rep from *, end 1 tr in third ch of beg ch-4. 
Rep Row 1 for pattern.

Ch a multiple of 8 plus 1. 
Foundation Row: Starting in second ch from hook, work 1 row sc, turn. 


Row 1: Ch 3 (counts as dc), sk first 3 sc, [3 dc, ch 2, 3 dc] in next sc (shell made), *sk 3 sc, [1 dc, ch 2, 1 dc] in 
next sc (V stitch made), sk 3 sc, [3 dc, ch 2, 3 dc] in next sc, rep from *, end sk 3 sc, 1 dc in last sc, turn. 


Row 2: Ch 3, [3 dc, ch 2, 3 dc] in next ch-2 sp, *[1 dc, ch 2, 1 dc] in next ch-2 sp, [3 dc, ch 2, 3 dc] in next ch-2 
Sp, rep from *, end 1 dc in third ch of turning ch, turn. 


Rep Row 2 for pattern. 
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BULLIONS & LACE 
Ch a multiple of 16 plus 10. 


Bullion Stitch: Wrap yarn around the widest part of the hook 10 times, pick up a loop in next st, yo, pull 
through all loops on hook, ch 1. 


Foundation Row (RS): 1 sc in second ch from hook *[ch 5, sk 3 ch, 1 sc in next ch] twice, sk 3 ch, work 5 
Bullion Sts in next ch, sk 3 ch, 1 sc in next ch, rep from * till last 8 ch, ch 5, sk 3 ch, 1 sc in next ch, ch 5, sk 3, 1 
sc in last ch, turn. 


Row 1: [Ch 5, 1 sc in next ch-5 sp] twice, *ch 5, 1 sc in second of the next 5 Bullion Sts, ch 5, 1 sc in the 4th 
Bullion St of same group, [ch 5, 1 sc in next ch-5 sp] twice, rep from *, end ch 2, 1 dc in last sc, turn. 


Row 2: Ch 1, 1 sc in first dc, ch 5, sk ch-2 sp, 1 sc in next ch-5 sp, * ch 5, 1 sc in next ch-5 sp, rep from *, end 
ch 5, 1 sc in third ch of beg ch-5, turn. 


Row 3: Ch 5, 1 sc in next ch-5 sp, rep from * across, end ch 2, 1 dc in last sc, sk the turning ch, turn. 


Row 4: Ch 1, 1 sc in first st, sk ch-2 sp, * 5 Bullion Sts in next ch-5 sp, 1 sc in next ch-5 sp, [ch 5, 1 sc in next 
sp] twice, rep from *, end 5 Bullion Sts in next ch-5 sp, 1 sc in third ch of beg ch-5, turn. 


Row 5: *Ch 5, 1 sc in second Bullion of the next group, ch 5, 1 sc in the fourth Bullion of the same group **, 
[ch 5, 1 sc in next ch-5 sp] twice, end last rep at **, ch 2, 1 dc in last sc, turn. 


Row 6: Rep Row 2. 
Row 7: Rep Row 3. 


Row 8: Ch 1, 1 sc in first dc *[ch 5, 1 sc in next ch-5 sp] twice, 5 Bullion Sts in next ch-5 sp, 1 sc in next ch-5 
Sp, rep from *, end ch 5, 1 sc in next ch-5 sp, ch 5, 1 sc in third ch of beg ch-5, turn. 


Rep Rows 1-8 for pattern. 
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SPIDER WEBS 
Ch a multiple of 9 plus 2. 
Foundation Row: 1 dc in 4th ch from hook, 1 dc in each ch across row, turn. 


Row 1: Ch 4 (counts as tr), skip first dc, tr in next dc, *ch 4, skip 1 dc, 1 dc in each of next 3 dc, ch 4, skip 1 
dc**, 1 tr in each of next 4 dc, rep from * across, ending last rep at **, 1 tr in next dc, 1 tr in top of turning ch, 
turn. 


Row 2: Ch 1, 1 sc in each of first 2 tr, *ch 4, 1 dc in each of next 3 dc, ch 4**, 1 sc in each of next 4 tr, rep from 
* across, ending last rep at **, 1 sc in next tr, 1 sc in top of turning ch, turn. 


Row 3: Ch 1, 1 sc in each of first 2 sc, *ch 4, 1 dc in each of next 3 dc, ch 4**, 1 sc in each of next 4 sc, rep 
from * across, ending last rep at **, 1 sc in each last 2 sc, turn. 


Row 4: Rep Row 3. 


Row 5: Ch 4, skip first sc, 1 tr in next sc, *ch 1, 1 dc in each of next 3 dc, ch 1**, 1 tr in each of next 4 sc, rep 
from * across, ending last rep at **, 1 tr in in last 2 sc, turn. 


Row 6: Ch 3, skip first tr, 1 dc in next tr, *1 dc in next ch-1 space, 1 dc in each of next 3 dc, 1 dc in next ch-1 
space**, 1 dc in each of next 4 tr, rep from * ending last rep at **, 1 dc in next tr, 1 dc top of turning ch, turn. 


Rep Rows 1-6 for pattern. 
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TRELLIS & FANS 
Ch a multiple of 8 plus 2. 
Row 1: 1 sc in second ch from hook, *ch 7, sk 7 chs, 1 sc in next ch, rep from * across row, turn. 


Row 2: Ch 1, 1 sc in first st, ch 2, * 9 dc in next ch-7 sp, ch 4, 1 sc in next ch-7 sp, ch 4, rep from *, end 9 dc in 
next ch-7 sp, ch 2, sk 1 sc, 1 sc in next sc, turn. 


Row 3: Ch 1, 1 sc in first st, “ch 7, 1 sc in second dc on next shell, ch 7, 1 sc in eighth dc of same shell, rep 
from * across, end ch 2, 1 tr in last sc, turn. 


Rep Rows 2 and 3 for pattern. 
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TRELLIS & FANS Il 

Ch a multiple of 12. 

Row 1 (WS): 1 sc in second ch from hook, * ch 5, sk 3 ch, 1 sc in next ch, rep from * to last 2 ch, ch 2, sk 1 ch, 
1 dc in last ch, turn. 

Row 2: Ch 1, 1 sc in first st, sk the ch-2 sp, * 7 dc in next ch-5 sp, 1 sc in next ch-5 sp**, ch 5, 1 sc in next ch-5 
sp, rep from * ending last rep at **, ch 2, 1 tr in last sc, turn. 


Row 3: Ch 1, 1 sc in first st, * ch 5, 1 sc in second of next 7 dc, ch 5, 1 sc in sixth dc of same group **, ch 5, 1 
sc in next ch-5 sp, rep from * ending last rep at **, ch 2, 1 tr in last sc, turn. 


Rep Rows 2 and 3 for pattern.

Ch a multiple of 8 plus 6. 

Foundation Row: 1 sc in 2nd ch from hook, 1 sc in each ch across row, turn. 

Row 1: Ch 1, sc in first sc, *ch 5, skip next 3 sc, 1 sc in next sc, rep from * across, turn. 


Row 2: Ch 3 (counts as first dc), 3 dc in next ch-5 loop, *ch 3, 1 sc in next ch-5 loop, ch 3, 3 dc in next ch-5 
loop, rep from * across to last ch-5 loop, 1 dc in last sc, turn. 


Row 3: Ch 1, 1 sc in first st, *ch 5, 1 sc in next ch-3 loop, rep from * across, ending with last sc in top of turning 
Ch, turn. 


Row 4: Ch 6 (counts as dc, ch 3), 1 sc in next ch-5 loop, *ch 3, 3 dc in next ch-5 loop, ch 3, 1 sc in next ch-5 
loop, rep from * across to last ch-5 loop, ch 3, 1 dc in last sc, turn. 


Row 5: Ch 1, 1 sc in first st, ch 5, skip first ch-3 loop, 1 sc in next ch-3 loop, *ch 5, 1 sc next ch-3 loop, rep from 
* across, ending with last sc in 3rd ch of turning ch, turn. 


Rep Rows 2-5 for pattern. 
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MAYA MESH II 
Ch a multiple of 11 plus 8. 


Foundation Row: 1 dc in 4th ch from hook, 1 dc in each of the next 4 ch, *ch 3, skip next 2 ch, 1 sc in next ch, 
ch 3, skip next 2 ch, 1 dc in each of next 6 ch, rep from * across, turn. 


Row 1: Ch 8 (counts as first dc and ch 5), skip first 5 dc, 1 dc in next dc, *ch 5, 1 dc in next dc, ch 5, skip next 4 
dc, 1 dc in next dc, rep from * across, ending with last dc in top of turning ch, turn. 


Row 2: Ch 6, (counts as a dc, ch 3), 1 sc in next ch-5 space, ch 3, *1 dc in next dc, 4 dc in next ch-5 space, 1 
dc in next dc, ch 3, 1 sc in next ch-5 space, ch 3, rep from * across, 1 dc in 3rd ch of turning ch, turn. 


Row 3: Ch 8 (counts as dc, ch 5), skip next 2 ch-3 spaces, *1 dc in next dc, ch 5, skip next 4 dc, 1 dc in next 
dc, ch 5, rep from * across, 1 dc in 3rd ch of turning ch, turn. 


Row 4: Ch 3 (counts as dc), *4 dc in next ch-5 space**, 1 dc in next dc, ch 3, 1 sc in next ch-5 space, ch 3, 1 dc 
in next dc, rep from * across, ending last rep at **, 1 dc in 3rd ch of turning ch, turn. 


Rep Rows 1-4 for pattern. 
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MARIELLE 
Ch a multiple of 4. 


Foundation Row: [2 tr, ch 2, dc] in 6th ch from hook, *skip next 3 ch, [2 tr, ch 2, 1 dc] in next ch, rep from * 
across to last 2 ch, skip next ch, 1 tr in last ch, turn. 


Row 1: Ch 3 (counts as first dc), *[2 tr, ch 2, 1 dc] in the next ch-2 space, rep from * across, 1 tr in top of 
turning ch, turn. 


Rep Row 1 for pattern. 
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HILL AND DALE 
Ch a multiple of 10 plus 8. 
Note: After foundation row, shell is always made in the ch-2 sp of previous row. 


Foundation Row: In fifth ch (counts as dc, ch-2) [3 dc, ch 2, 3 dc] (shell made), * ch 2, sk 2 chs, 1 sc in each 
of next 5 chs, ch 2, skip 2 chs, shell in next ch, rep from * across row, end sk 2 chs, 1 dc in last ch, turn. 


Row 1: Ch 3, * shell in next shell, ch 5, rep from * across row, end shell in last shell, 1 dc in third ch of beg ch, 
turn. 


Row 2: Ch 3, shell in first shell, * ch 2, 5 sc in the ch-5 sp, ch 2, shell in next shell, rep from * across row, end 1 
dc in the third ch of the beg ch, turn.

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DOUBLE SHELLS 
Ch a multiple of 9 plus 2. 


Row 1 (RS): 1 sc in second ch from hook, *sk 3 ch, [1 dc, ch 2, 1 dc] in each of the next 2 ch, sk 3 ch, 1 sc in 
next ch, rep from * to end, turn. 


Row 2: Ch 1, 1 sc in first sc, *[1 dtr, 3 dc] in next ch-2 sp, [3dc, 1 dtr] in next ch-2 sp, 1 sc in next sc, rep from * 
to end, turn. 


Row 3: Ch 7 (counts as 1 tr, ch-3), sk first 4 sts, 1 sc in each of next 2 dc, * ch 7, sk 7 sts, 1 sc in each of next 2 
dc, rep from * to last 4 sts, ch 3, 1 tr in last sc, turn. 


Row 4: Ch 1, sc in first tr, * [1 dc, ch 2, 1 dc] in each of next 2 sc, 1 sc in ch-7 sp, rep from * ending with last sc 
in fourth ch of beg ch-7 of previous row, turn. 


Rep Rows 2-4 for pattern. 
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LACE BASKETS 
Ch a multiple of 7 plus 2. 
Foundation Row: 1 sc in second ch from hook and in each ch across, turn. 


Row 1: Ch 2, 2 dc in first sc, * ch 4, sk 6 scs, 5 dc in next sc (Small shell made), rep from *, ending 3 dc in last 
sc, turn. 


Row 2: Ch 1, * [3 dc, ch 3, 3 dc] in next ch-4 sp (slanted shell made), rep from *, end with 1 sc in turning ch, 
turn. 


Row 3: Ch 5, 5 dcs in ch-3 sp, *ch 4, 5 dc in next ch-3 sp, rep from * across, ending ch 2, 1 tr in turning ch, 
turn. 


Row 4: Ch 5,3 dcs in first tr, skip small shell, *[3dcs, ch 3, 3 dcs] in next ch-4 sp, skip small shell, rep from * 
across ending with [3 dcs, ch 3, 1 dc] over turning ch, turn. 


Row 5: Ch 3, 2 dcs in first dc, ch 4, *5 dc in ch-3 sp, ch 4, rep from * across ending with 3 dcs over turning ch. 


Rep Rows 2-5 for pattern. 
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PEEK-A-BOO 5 
Ch a multiple of 3 plus 2. 


Row 1: 1 sc in second ch from hook, 1 sc in next ch, ch 4, sl st in fourth ch from hook (picot made), *1 sc in 
each of next 3 ch, ch 4, sl st in fourth ch from hook, rep from *, end 1 sc in each of the next 2 chs, turn. 


Row 2: Ch 5 (counts as 1 dc, ch-2), sk [1 sc, the picot, 1 sc], 1 dc in next sc, * ch 2, sk [1 sc, the picot, 1 sc], 1 
dc in next sc, rep from * to end of row, turn. 


Row 3: Ch 1, 1 sc in first dc, * [1 sc, 1 picot, 1 sc] in next ch-2 sp, 1 sc in next dc, rep from * to end, placing last 
sc in the third ch of the beg ch-5 from previous row, turn. 


Rep Rows 2 and 3 for pattern. 
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Peek-a-Boo Picots in light mohair/silk. 


PICOT MESH 

Notes: Double Triple Crochet (dtr): Yo 3 times, [yo, draw through 2 loops on hook] 4 times. 
The space in the center of the double picot is where you will be making the scs. 

Ch a multiple of 5 plus 2. 


Foundation Row: 1 sc in 2nd ch from hook, "[ch 4, 1 sc in 3rd ch from hook (picot made)] twice (double picot 
made), ch 1, skip next 4 ch, 1 sc in next ch, rep from * across, turn. 


Row 1: Ch 9, (counts as 1 dtr, ch 4), 1 sc in 3rd ch from hook (picot), ch 1, 1 sc in space in the center of the 
next double picot, *[ch 4, 1 sc in 3rd ch from hook] twice, ch 1, 1 sc in the space in the center of the next 
double picot, rep from * across, ch 4, 1 sc in 3rd ch from hook, 1 dtr in last sc, turn. 


Row 2: Ch 1, 1 sc in first dtr, *[ch 4, 1 sc in 3rd ch from hook] twice, ch 1, 1 sc in space in the center of the 
next double picot, rep from * across, ending with last sc in the 5th ch of the beg ch 9, turn. 


Rep Rows 1 and 2 for pattern. 
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SOLOMON’S OR LOVE KNOT 
Ch a multiple of 4 plus 2. 


Knot Stitch 


*Pull up yarn on hook to 1/2" (1.3 cm) length (1), draw yarn through this loop and hold single strand at back of 
loop between thumb and middle finger (2), insert hook under this single strand (3), and work sc (4), rep from * 
once for a double knot, twice for a triple knot. Repeat from * to form a chain of knots (5). 


Row 1: Sc in second ch from hook, work a triple knot to form turning ch, skip 3 ch, 1 sc in next ch, * 1 double 
knot, sk 3 ch, 1 sc in next ch, rep from * across, row, end with triple knot to form turning ch, turn. 


Row 2: 1 sc in center of last double knot of previous row, * 1 double knot, 1 sc in center of next double knot of 
previous row, rep from * across row having last sc in second knot of triple knot turning ch, work a triple knot to 
form turning ch, turn. 


Rep Row 2 for pattern, for desired length. To finish off, turn, *ch 3, sc in center knot of next double knot of 
previous row, rep from * across row, ending ch 3, sc in second knot of triple knot turning ch. Fasten off.

Ch a multiple of 10 plus 5. 


Row 1: One sc in 4th ch from hook, ch 3, 1 sc in next ch, ch 3, *sk 3 chs, [1 dc, ch 2, 1 dc] in next ch (V st 
made), ch 3, sk 3 chs, [1 sc in next ch, ch 3] 4 times, rep from * across to last 3 chs, end with 1 sc in next ch, 
ch 3, 1 sc in next ch, ch 1, 1 hdc in last ch, turn. 


Row 2: Ch 3, 1 dc in ch-1 sp, ch 3, * in next ch-2 sp of V st [1 sc, ch 3] 4 times (fleur-de-lis made), skip next 2 
ch-3 sps, in next ch-3 sp, [1 dc, ch 2, 1 dc], ch 3, rep from *, end [1 dc, ch 1, 1 dc] in sp before turning ch, turn. 


Row 3: Ch 2, [1 hdc, ch 3, 1 sc] in first ch-1 sp, ch 3, *[1 dc, ch 2, 1 dc] in center ch-3 sp of next fleur-de-lis, ch 
3, [1 sc, ch 3, in next ch-2 sp of V st] 4 times, rep from *, end with [1 sc, ch 3, 1 hdc] in sp before turning ch, 
turn. 


Rep Rows 2 and 3 for pattern. 
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FLOWER PETALS 
Ch a multiple of 13 plus 9. 


Row 1 (RS): 3 dc in fourth ch from hook, sk 4 chs, 4 dc in next ch, *ch 3, sk 3 ch, 1 sc in next ch, ch 3, sk 3 ch, 
4 dc in next ch, sk 4 ch, 4 dc in next ch, rep from * to last ch, 1 dc in last ch, turn. 


Row 2: Ch 3 (counts as dc), 3 dc in first dc, sk 6 dc, 4 dc in next dc, * ch 3, 1 sc in next sc, ch 3, 4 dc in next dc, 
Sk 6 dc, 4 dc in next dc, rep from * to end, having last group of 4 dc in third ch of turning ch, turn. 


Row 3: Ch 6 (counts as 1 dc, ch-3), 1 sc between next 2 groups of 4 dc * ch 3, sk 3 dc, 4 dc in each of next 2 
dc, ch 3, 1 sc between next 2 groups of 4 dc, rep from * to last group, ch 3, 1 dc in third ch of beg ch-3 of 
previous row, turn. 


Row 4: Ch 6, 1 sc in first sc, ch 3, *4 dc in next dc, sk 6 dc, 4 dc in next dc, ch 3, 1 sc in next sc, ch 3, rep from 
*, end 1 dc in 3rd ch of ch-6 at beg of previous row, turn. 


Row 5: Ch 3,3 dc in first dc, 4 dc in next dc, * ch 3, 1 sc between next 2 groups of 4 dc, ch 3, sk 3 dc, 4 dc in 
each of next 2 dc, rep from * ending with last group of 4 dc in 3rd ch of ch-6 at beg of previous row, turn. 


Rep Rows 2-5 for pattern. 
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CLUSTER SHELLS 
Ch a multiple of 6 plus 3. 


Row 1 (RS): Skip 5 chs, (the skipped chs count as a dc, ch-2), [1 dc, ch 2, 1 dc] in sixth ch (V st made), ch 2, * 
sk 5 chs, [1 06, ch 2, 1 dc] in next ch, ch 2, rep from * across, end sk 2 ch, 1 dc in last ch, turn. 


Row 2: Ch 3 (counts as dc), *7 dc in ch-2 sp at center of next V st, rep from * across row, end sk dc of V st, 1 
dc in next ch, turn. 


Row 3: Ch 5 (counts as dc, ch-2), V st in fourth dc on next shell, * ch 2, sk 6 dc, V st in next dc, rep from *, end 
ch 2, 1 06 in third ch of beg ch-3, turn. 


Rep Rows 2 and 3 for pattern. 
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CROWN LACE 


Notes: This pattern is worked in an unusual manner to create the crowns, turning and working back, then 
turning and working forward again on the same row. 


Picot (p): Ch 3, sl st in first ch of the ch-3. 


Double Triple Crochet (dtr): Yarn around hook 3 times, pick up a loop in designated stitch, (yo, pull through 
2 loops) 4 times. 


Ch a multiple of 8 plus 1. 


Row 1: Starting in second ch from hook, *1 sc in each of next 4 ch, 1 p, 1 sc in each of next 4 ch, ch 9, turn, 1 
sl st in first sc of 8 sc just made, turn, [7 sc, 3 p, 7 sc] in ch-9 sp. Continuing along foundation ch, rep from * to 
end, turn. 


Row 2: Ch 9, sk first [7 sc, 1 p], 1 sc in center of next p, *ch 8, sk (1 p, 14 sc, 1 p), 1 sc in center of next p, rep 
from *, end ch 4, sk (1 p and last 7 sc), 1 dtr in ch-1 at beg of previous row, turn. 


Row 3: Ch 1, sk first dtr, 4 sc in next ch sp, turn, ch 5, 1 dc in ch-1 at beg of row, turn, [2 p, 7 sc] in ch-5 sp. 
Continue along previous row *sk 1 sc, 4 sc in next ch-8 sp, 1 p, 4 sc in same ch-8 sp, ch 9 turn, 1 sl st in first sc 
of 8 sc just made, turn, [7 sc, 3 p, 7 sc] in ch-9 sp, rep from *, ending sk 1 sc, 4 sc in next ch-9 sp at beg of 
previous row, turn, ch 8, 1 sl st in first sc of 4 sc just made, turn, [7sc, 2 p] in ch-8 sp, turn. 


Row 4: Ch 1, 1 sc in center of first p *ch 8, sk [1 p, 14 sc, 1 p], 1 sc in center of next PC, rep from * to end, turn. 


Row 5: Ch 1, sk first ch, * [4 sc, 1 p, 4 sc] in next ch-8 sp, ch 9 turn, 1 sl st in the first sc of 8 sc just made, turn, 
ch 1 [7 sc, 3 p, 7 sc] in ch-9 sp, rep from * to end, turn. 


Repeat Rows 2-5 for pattern. 
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PICOT ARCHES 


Note: The picot used for this pattern differs from a usual picot. It is made by working slightly backwards in the 
double crochet just made, as follows: work 1 dc, ch 3, then work a sc in the back loop of the dc, making a little 
twisted stitch that forms the picot. 


Ch a multiple of 4. 


Row 1: (1 sc, ch 3, 1 sc) in fourth ch from hook, 1 sc in next ch, * ch 2, sk 2 ch, [1 sc, ch 3, 1 sc] in next ch, 1 sc 
in next ch, rep from * to last 3 chs, ch 2, sk 2 ch, 1 sc in last ch, turn. 


Row 2: Ch 3, sk first sc, *[1 dc, ch 3, 1 sc in back loop only of the dc just made (picot made), 1 dc] in next ch-2 
Sp, ch 2, sk 1 group, rep from * ending 1 dc in the ch-3 sp, turn. 


Row 3: Ch 3, sk first dc, *[1 dc, ch 3, 1 sc in back loop only of the dc just made (picot made), 1 dc] in next ch-2 
Sp, ch 2, sk 1 group, rep from * ending 1 dc under the ch-3, turn. 


Repeat Row 3 for pattern. 
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DEVON CROSS SQUARE 
Ch 6, join with a SI st to form a ring. 


Rnd 1: Ch 3 (counts as dc here and throughout), 4 dc in ring, ch 8 [5 dc, ch 8] 3 times in ring, join with a SI st 
in 3rd ch of beg ch-3 (4 ch-8 sps). 


Rnd 2: SI st in next 4 dc and in next ch-8 sp, ch 3, (2 dc, ch 3, 3 dc) in same sp, ch 5, *(3 dc, ch 3,3 dc) in next 
ch-8 sp, ch 5, rep from * twice, join with SI st in 3rd ch of beg ch-3. 


Rnd 3: Ch 3, 1 dc in each of next 2 dc, *(3 dc, ch 3, 3 dc) in next ch-3 sp, 1 dc in each of next 3 dc, ch 2, 1 sc in 
center ch of next ch-5 sp, ch 2**, 1 dc in each of next 3 dc, rep from * twice, rep from * to ** once, join with a SI 
st in 3rd ch of beg ch-3. 


Rnd 4: Ch 3, 1 dc in each of next 5 dc, *(3 dc, ch 3, 3 dc) in next ch-3 sp, 1 dc in each of next 6 dc, ch 5, sk 
next 2 ch-2 sps**, 1 dc in each of next 6 dc, rep from * twice, rep from * to ** once, join with a SI st in 3rd ch of 
beg ch-3. 


Rnd 5: Ch 3, 1 dc in each of next 8 dc, *(3 dc, ch 3, 3 dc) in next ch-3 sp, 1 dc in each of next 9 dc, ch 2, 1 sc in 
3rd ch of next ch-5 sp, ch 2**, 1 dc in each of next 9 dc, rep from * twice, rep from * to ** once, join with a SI st 
in 3rd ch of beg ch-3. 


Rnd 6: Ch 1, starting in same st, *1 sc in each of next 12 dc, (2 sc, ch 3, 2 sc) in next ch-3 sp, 1 sc in each of 
next 12 dc, 2 sc in next ch-2 sp, 1 sc in next sc, 2 sc in next ch-2 sp, rep from * around, join with a SI st in first 
sc. Fasten off. 
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Devon Cross Square crocheted in an airy cashmere blend. 


EDCINGS AND TRIMS 


Lace edgings and trims are crocheted separately and then sewn onto a finished garment, 
accessory, or home décor item. Some are crocheted from edge to edge in long rows to a desired 
length. Others start with a narrow end and are worked in many short rows to the desired length. If 

you want to add an edging while crocheting an item, work the foundation row of the edging 
directly into the item’s edge. The photos on the following pages are shown in the orientation they 
are crocheted. 


SIDE SHELLS 
Row 1: Ch 5, [3 dc, ch 2, 3 dc] in fifth ch from hook (shell made), turn. 


Row 2: Ch 4, [3 dc, ch 2, 3 dc] in ch-2 sp of shell in previous row, sk 2 dc, 1 tr in next dc, turn. 
Row 3: Ch 4, [3dc, ch 2, 3 dc] in ch-2 sp of shell in previous row, 1 tr in turning ch, turn. 
Rep row 3 for desired length. End off, or continue with scallop edging along one side. 


Scallop edging: SI st in end sp formed by tr just made, ch 5, (counts as 1 tr, ch-1), in same sp work [trc, ch 1] 
8 times, *ch 1, sk 1 end sp, sc in next end sp, ch 2, sk 1 end sp [1 tr, ch 1] 9 times in next end sp, rep from * 
across, fasten off. 


Scallop 


TRIANGLES 

Work from narrow end (width of lace edging will be determined by the size of yarn and hook used). 

Row 1: Ch 4 (counts as dc), [2 dc, ch 1, 3 dc] in fourth ch from hook, turn. 

Row 2: Ch 5 (counts as dc, ch 2, now and throughout), sk first 3 dc, [3 dc, ch 1, 3 dc] in next ch-1 sp, turn. 


Row 3: Ch 1, sk first dc, sl st in each of next 2 dc, sl st in next ch-1 sp, ch 3 (counts as dc) [2 dc, ch 1, 3 dc] in 
same sp, ch 2, sk next 2 dc, 1 dc in next dc, ch 2, 1 dc in third ch of turning ch-5, turn. 


Row 4: Ch 5, sk first dc, [1 dc in next dc, ch 2] twice, sk next 2 dc, [3 dc, ch 1, 3 dc] in next ch-1 sp, turn. 


Row 5: Ch 1, sk first dc, sl st in each of next 2 dc, sl st in next ch-1 sp, ch 3 (counts as dc), [2dc, ch 1, 3 dc] in 
same sp, ch 2, sk next 2 dc, 1 dc in next dc, [ch 2, 1 dc in next dc] twice, ch 2, 1 dc in third ch of turning ch-5, 
turn. 


Row 6: Ch 5, sk first dc [1 dc in next dc, ch 2] 4 times, sk next 2 dc [3 dc, ch 1, 3 dc] in next ch-1 sp, turn. 
Row 7: Ch 1, sk first dc, sl st in each of next 2 dc, sl st in next ch-1 sp, ch 3, [2 dC, ch 1, 3 dc] in same sp, turn. 


Rep Rows 2-7 for desired length. 


VENETIAN TRIM 
Note: Work from the narrow end. 
Ch 14. 


Row 1: 1 dc in 4th ch from hook, 1 dc in each of the next 4 ch, ch 3, skip next 2 ch, 1 sc in next ch, ch 3, skip 
next 2 ch, [1 dc, ch 5, 1 SI st] in last ch, turn. 


Row 2: [1 sc, 2 hdc, 5 dc] in first ch-5 space, 1 dc in next dc, ch 5, skip next 2 ch-3 spaces, 1 dc in next dc, ch 
5, skip next 4 dc, 1 dc in top of turn ch, turn. 


Row 3: Ch 3 (counts as first dc), 4 dc in next ch-5 space, 1 dc in next dc, ch 3, 1 sc in next ch-5 space, ch 3, [1 
dc, ch 5, 1 SI st] in next dc, turn. 


Rep Rows 2 and 3 for pattern. 
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Venetian trim shown ۱۴ yarn. 


SABRINA’S LACE 


Notes: Double Triple Together (Dtr2tog): *Yo 3 times, pick up a loop in designated stitch, [yo, draw yarn 
through 2 loops on hook] 3 times, rep from * once, yo, draw through 3 loops on hook. 


At the end of Row 1, the number of ch-1 spaces must be a multiple of 8 plus 1, in order for the pattern to work 
out correctly.

Row 5: Ch 6 (counts as dc, ch 3), *[dtr2tog, ch 3] 5 times in next ch-5 sp, skip next dc, 1 dc in next dc, ch 3, 
rep from * across, ending with last 1 dc in top of turning ch, turn. 


Row 6: SI st in first ch-3 space, ch 1, 1 sc in same space, *[ch 5, 1 sc] in each of next 5 spaces**, 1 sc in next 
space, rep from * across, ending last rep at **, SI st in top of turning ch, end off.

Row 3: Ch 3 (counts as first dc), *skip next ch-1 space, 3 dc in ch-1 space of next V st, rep from * across, 1 dc 
in 3rd ch of turning ch, turn. 


Row 4: Ch 1, 1 sc in first dc, *, [1 sc, 1 dc, ch 4, SI st in 4th ch from hook (picot made), 1 dc, 1 sc] in center dc 
of next 3-dc group, rep from * across, 1 sc in top of turning ch, end off. 
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SIMPLE SCALLOP 
Ch a multiple of 4. 
Foundation Row: 1 dc in 6th ch from hook, *ch 1, skip next ch, 1 dc in next ch, rep from * across, turn. 


Row 1: Ch 1, 1 sc in first dc, *ch 5, skip next dc, 1 sc in next dc, rep from * across to within last dc, ch 5, skip 
next dc, skip next ch, 1 sc in next ch, turn. 


Row 2: Ch 1, 1 sc in first sc, * 7 sc in each ch-5 loop across, 1 sc in the last sc, end off. 
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IRISH ROSES IN A ROW 

Motifs are worked in rounds.

Base motif: Ch 7, join with sl st to form ring.

Row 1 (RS): Ch 4 (counts as 1 dc and ch-1), sk first 2 sc, 1 dc in next sc, *ch 1, sk 1 sc, 1 dc in next sc, rep 
from * across row, turn. 


Row 2: Ch 1, 1 sc in first sc, *1 sc in next ch-1 sp, 1 sc in next dc, rep from * across, end last sc in third ch of 
beg ch-4, turn. 


Row 3: Ch 1, 1 sc in first sc, 1 sc in each of the next 3 sc, ch 5 * sk next 3 sc, 1 sc in each of the next 7 sc, ch 
5, rep from * across to last 7 sc, sk next 3 sc, 1 sc in each of the last 4 sc, turn. 


Row 4: Ch 1, 1 sc in each of the first 3 sc, ch 4, 1 sc in next ch-5 sp, ch 4, * sk next sc, 1 sc in each of next 5 
SC, Ch 4, 1 sc in next ch-5 sp, ch 4, rep from * across to last 4 sc, sk next sc, 1 sc in each of last 3 sc, turn.

CROCHETED LACE PROJECTS 


Crocheted lace is a natural choice for lovely garments and fashion accessories, and it can also 
play a charming role in accessories for your home. The projects in this section incorporate some 
of the stitch patterns and edgings found in the previous sections as well as a few other lacy 
surprises. There are projects for all skill levels, so start with something easy if lace crochet is new 
to you. 
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Ruffled Circle Sweater Tnis cardigan uses three lace stitches, the V stitch, trellis and fans stitch, 


and a variation of shells and V stitches, which work with the unusual border forming the fold-back collar to 
make a lovely “go over everything” top. Skill Level: Intermediate

Starting at shoulder back, ch 77 (81, 85, 89). 


Foundation Row (WS): [1 dc, ch 2, 1 dc] in 6th ch from hook (V st made), *skip 2 chs, [1dc, ch 2, 1 dc] in next 
ch, skip 2 chs, rep from * 23 (24, 25, 26) more times, end skip 2 chs, 1 trc in last ch, turn. (24, 25, 26, 27 V sts) 


Row 1 (RS): Ch 4, *[1 dc, ch 2, 1 dc] in next ch-2 sp, rep from * 23 (24, 25, 26) more times, end 1 tr in 3rd ch of 
beg ch. (24, 25, 26, 27 V sts) 


Rep Row 1 for 7 1/2 (8, 8 1/2, 9)", (19 [20.3, 21.6, 22.8] cm) set aside to be worked later. 


Left Front 


Starting at shoulder 
Ch 21, (25, 29, 33). 


Foundation Row: [1 dc, ch 2, 1 dc] in 6th ch from hook (V st), skip 2 chs, * [1dc, C2, 1 dc] in next ch, skip 2 chs, 
rep from * 3 more times, end sk 2 chs, 1 trc in last ch, turn. (5, 6, 7, 8 V sts) 


Row 1: Ch 4, *[1 dc ch 2, 1 dc] in next ch-2 sp, rep from * 4 more times, end 1 trc in 4th ch of beg ch-4, turn. (5, 
6, 7, 8 V sts) 


Row 2: (Begins Increase rows for V shaping) Ch 4, 1 dc in same st as ch-4 (inc made), *1 V st in ch-2 sp of 
next V st, rep from * to end of row, end 1 trc in 4th ch of beg ch-4, turn. 


Row 3: Ch 4, 1 V st in each ch-2 space to end of row, 1 V st between last 2 dc, 1 dc in 4th ch of beg ch-4, turn. 
(6, 7, 8, 9 V sts) 


Row 4: Ch 4, 1 dc in same st as ch 4, 1 V st in each ch-2 sp across row, end 1 trc in 4th ch of beg ch-4, turn. 


Row 5: ch 4, 1 V st in each ch-2 sp across row to last dc, V st between last dc and the tch, 1 dc in 4th ch of beg 
ch-4, turn. 


Repeat Rows 4 and 5, forming new V sts as increases are made, until you have 14 (15, 16, 17) V sts. Work 
even, if necessary, until front is same amount of rows as back, fasten off Left Front.

Foundation Row: Work [1 dc, ch 2, 1 dc] in 6th ch from hook (V stitch), sk 2 chs, * [1dc, ch2, 1 dc] in next ch, 
sk 2 chs, rep from * 3 times more, end sk 2 chs, 1 trc in last ch, turn. (5, 6, 7, 8, V sts) 


Row 1: Ch 4, *[1 dc, ch 2, 1 dc] in next ch-2 sp, rep from * 4 more times, end 1 trc in 4th ch of beg ch-4, turn. (5, 
6, 7, 8 V sts) 


Row 2: (Begins Increase rows for V shaping) Ch 4, *1 V stitch in ch-2 sp of next V st, rep from * to end of row, 
end (1 dc, 1 trc) in 4th ch of beg ch-4, turn. 


Row 3: Ch 4, 1 V st in t sp between tch and first dc, 1 V st in each ch-2 space to end of row, 1 trc in 4th ch of 
beg ch-4, turn. (6, 7, 8, 9 V sts) 


Row 4: Ch 4, 1 V st in each ch-2 sp across row, end (1 dc, 1 trc) in 4th ch of beg ch-4, turn. 


Row 5: Ch 4, 1 V st in space between tch and dc, 1 V st in each ch-2 sp across row, end 1 trc in 4th ch of beg 
ch-4, turn. 


Repeat Rows 4 and 5, forming new V sts as increases are made until you have 14 (15, 16, 17 V sts). Work 
even, if necessary, until front is same amount of rows as back, do not fasten off Right Front but continue to join 
sections as follows. 


Joining Right and Left Front Sections to Back 


To join sections, with RS facing you, join new yarn at Left Front underarm, ch 11 (14, 17, 21), join to Back with 
sl st, fasten off. Join new yarn at other side of Back, ch 11 (14, 17, 21), join to Right Front with sl st. Back and 
Fronts are now joined as one at underarms. Pick up yarn remaining on Right Front and work along the 14 (15, 
16, 17) V sts of one front, work 1 V st in 3rd ch of beg ch-4 of front. Working on the 11 (14, 17, 21) chs between 
back and front, [skip 2 chs, 1 V st in next ch] 3 (4, 4, 6) times, skip 2 chs, 1 V st in 3rd ch of beg ch-4 of back, 1 
V st in each of 24 (25, 26, 27) V sts of back, 1 V st in top of turning ch. Working on next 11 (14, 17, 21) chs, [skip 
2 ch, 1 V st in next ch] 3 (4, 5, 6) times, skip 2 ch, 1 V st in top of turning ch, 1 V st in each ch-2 sp of V st of next 
front, 1 tr in turning ch, turn. (62 67, 72, 77) V sts. 


Next Row (WS): Ch 3, 1 V st in center of each V st across row, end 1 tr in turning ch, turn. (62, 67, 72, 77 V sts) 
Work Trellis and Fans Patterns 


Change to H/8 (5 mm) hook. Work trellis and fans pattern as follows: 


Row 1: Ch 1, 1 sc in first st, ch 7, "skip 1 V st, 1 sc in next V st, ch 7. Rep from * across, end 1 sc in turning ch, 
turn. 


Row 2: Ch 1, 1 sc in first sc, ch 2, * 9 dc in next ch-7 sp, ch 4, 1 sc in next ch-7 sp, ch 4, rep from * across, end 9 
dc in next ch-7 sp, ch 2, skip 1 ch, 1 sc in next ch, turn. 


Row 3: Ch 1, 1 sc in first st, *ch 7, 1 sc in 2nd dc on next shell, ch 7, 1 sc in 8th dc of same shell, repeat from * 
across, end ch 2, 1 tr in last sc, turn. 


Rep Rows 2 and 3 till 4" (10 cm) from underarm. Still repeating Rows 2 and 3 of trellis and fans pattern, dec 
front edge as follows: 


Row 2: Ch 1, 1 sc in first sc, [ch 2, 7 dc in next ch-7 sp, ch 2, 1 sc in next ch-7 sp, | three times, follow pattern as 
established to last 6 sps, rep bet | | once, ch 2, 1 sc in last st, turn. 


Row 3: Ch 1, 1 sc in first st, [ch 3, 1 sc in 2nd dc on next shell, ch 3, 1 sc in 4th dc of same shell] 3 times, follow 
pattern as established to last 6 sps, rep bet | | once, end ch 2, 1 tr in last sc, turn. 


Row 2: Ch 1, 1 sc in first sc, [ch 2, 5 dc in next ch-4 sp, ch 2, 1 sc in next ch-5 sp], three times, follow pattern as 
established to last 6 sps, rep bet [ | once, ch 2, 1 sc in last st, turn. 


Row 3: Ch 1, 1 sc in first st [ch 5, 1 sc in 2nd dc on next shell, ch 5, 1 sc in 6th dc of same shell] 3 times, follow 
pattern as established to last 6 sps, rep bet | | once, end ch 2, 1 tr in last sc, turn. 


Row 2: Ch 1, 1 sc in first sc, [ch 2, 3 dc in next ch-5 sp, ch 2, 1 sc in next ch-5 sp], three times, follow pattern as 
established to last 6 sps, rep bet | | once, ch 2, 1 sc in last st, turn. 


Row 3: Ch 1, 1 sc in first st, [ch 3, 1 sc in 2nd dc on next shell] 3 times, follow pattern as established to last 6 
sps, rep bet | | once, end ch 2, 1 tr in last sc. Fasten off. Sew shoulder seams. 


Ruffle 


Work the ruffle in the round. 


Rnd 1: With G/6 (4 mm) hook, starting at right underarm at bottom, join yarn in center of shell. Work 1 sc in 
each of 4 dc of shell, *4 sc in ch-4 sp, 1 sc in next sc, 4 sc in next sp, 1 sc in each dc of shell, repeat from * to 
last shell on right side of Front, work 3 sc in sp to turn corner. Working up Right Front, work 1 sc in nub of shell 
patt, 2 sc in each V st patt up to shoulder, 2 sc in each ch-2 sp of V sts around neck, rep around to first sc. Join 
with sl st to first sc. 
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Rnd 2: Ch 3, 1 dc in each sc around, join with sl st to top of beg ch-3. 


Rnd 3: Ch 3 (counts as half V st) * skip 2 dc, [2 dc, ch 2, 2 de] in next dc (shell made), skip 2 dc, [1 de, ch 1, 1 
dc] in next dc (V st made), rep from * around, end 1 shell in next dc, 1 dc in same st as beg, ch 1, join with sl st 
to top of beg ch-3 to complete V st. 


Rnd 4: Ch 3, *1 shell in ch-2 sp of next shell, 1 V st in ch-1 sp of next V st, rep from * around, end 1 dc in same 
sp as beg ch-3, ch 1, join with sl st to top of beg ch-3. 


Rnds 5 and 6: Rep Rnd 4. 


Rnd 7: Ch 3, *[3 de, ch 2, 3 dc] in ch-2 sp of next shell, 1 V st in ch-1 sp of next V st, rep from * around, 
EXCEPT, instead of working V st in corner, work another shell (there are 3 shells in a row). End 1 dc in same 
sp as beg ch-3, ch 1, join with a sl st to top of beg ch-3. 


Rnd 8: Ch 3, *[3 dc, ch 2, 3 dc] in ch-2 sp of next shell, ch 1, 1 V st in ch-1 sp of next V st, ch 1, rep from * 
around, EXCEPT, ch 2 between each corner shell. End 1 dc in same sp as beg ch-3, ch 1, join with a sl st to 
top of beg ch-3. 


Rnds 9 and 10: Repeat Rnd 8. 
Rnds 11 and 12: Repeat Rnd 8, except add ch 2 before and after each shell. 


Sleeves 


Start at top of cap. 
With G/6 (4 mm) hook, ch 19 (22, 25, 28). 


Foundation Row: Skip first ch, 1 sc in next ch and each ch across, turn. (18, 21, 24, 27) sc 


Row 1 (RS): Ch 3 (counts as dc) 1 V st in next sc * skip 2 sc, 1 V st in next sc, rep from * 5 (6, 7, 8) more times, 
1 dc in last sc, turn. (6, 7, 8, 9 V sts, 1 dc each side) 


Row 2: Ch 3, 1 dc in same st (inc made), 1 V st in each V st. End 2 dc in turning ch (inc made), turn. 


Row 3: Ch 3, 2 dc in next dc (inc made), 1 V st in each V st to end of row, 2 dc in next dc (inc made), 1 dc in 
turning ch, turn. 


Row 4: Ch 3, 1 V st between first 2 dc, 1 V st in each V st to end of row, 1 V st between next 2 dc, 1 dc in 
turning ch, turn. (8, 9, 10, 11 V sts, 1 dc each side) 


Row 5: Ch 3, 1 V st in each V st across. End 1 dc in turning ch, turn. 
Rep Rows 2-5, 4 (4, 4, 4) more times. (16, 17, 18, 19 V sts, 1 dc each side) 


Work 0 (1, 2, 3) rows even, do not fasten off, turn. 


Shell Border 
Ch 3, *[2 dc, ch 2, 2 dc] in center of next V st, 1 V st in next V st, rep from * to end, fasten off. 


Pin center of sleeve to shoulder seam. Pin sleeve in place with sleeve caps ending where back and front join; 
sew in place. 


Blocking: Lay finished garment on a padded surface, sprinkle with water, pat in shape, and allow to dry. 
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Devon Cross Shawl Stitching lacy granny squares is a tun way to create spectacular projects. This 


shawl was created by crocheting and joining Devon Cross grannies in a way that results in a very lacy, 
lightweight, and luxurious wrap.

5, skip next 2 dc, sc in next dc] 3 times, ch 5, sc in last corner sp on this side of square*, place second square 
along side of square just worked, ch 5, sc in corner sp of new square, rep from * to *, ch 3, (you will now have 
worked along one end of two squares), turn work 180 degrees so work just completed is upside down. 


Row 2: (join 2 more squares as follows): Sc in corner sp of new square, *[ch 2, sl st in center ch of previous 
ch-5 sp, ch 2, skip next 2 dc, sc in next dc] 4 times, ch 2, sl st in center ch of previous ch-5 sp, ch 2, sc in next 
SC, Ch 2, sl st in center ch of previous ch-5 sp, ch 2, sc in next dc, [ch 2, sl st in center ch of previous ch-5 sp, ch 
2, skip next 2 dc, sc in next dc] 3 times, ch 2, sl st in center ch of previous ch-5 sp, ch 2, sc in corner sp*, ch 2, 
sl st in center ch of previous ch-5 sp, ch 2, sc in corner of new square, rep from * to *, ch 3, sl st in sc from Row 
1, (you will now have 4 squares joined), fasten off. 


Rep Rows 1 and 2 until 12 squares are joined, turn, so that long, unworked area is ready to be joined. Rep 
Row 1 again, working all center joins between four squares with [ch 2, sl st] in same join as previously worked, 
ch 2, continue to end, ch 3, turn. Rep Row 2 to end. 


Rep from beginning, with remaining 8 squares to form V shape. 


Edging 
With RS facing and starting at bottom inside corner of short edge, attach yarn with sl st to center ch. 


Row 1: 2 sc in corner sp, *sc in each of next 12 dc, 2 sc in ch-2 sp, sc in next sc, 2 sc in next ch-2 sp, sc in each 
of next 12 dc, 2 sc in corner sp,** sc in next sc, 3 sc in ch-3 sp, sc in next sc, 2 sc in ch-3 sp. Rep from * to end 
of side corner, 3 sc in corner sp. Rep from * around to last corner before V-shape of neck, sc in corner, skip 
side of next sc, sc in V-corner, skip side of next sc. Rep from *, ending at **, join with sl st to beg sc, do not 
turn. 


Row 2: Ch 4 (counts as dc, ch 1), *skip next sc, [dc in next sc, ch 1, skip next sc] to next turning corner sp, [dc, 
ch 3, dc, ch 1] in center sc of corner. Rep from * to end with last dc in center sc of corner, turn. 


Row 3: Ch 3 (counts as dc), [dc in next dc, dc in next sp] 2 times, dc in next dc, *ch 5, skip next 2 ch-1 sps, tr in 
next sp, ch 5, skip next 2 dc, [dc in next dc, dc in next sp] 3 times, dc in next dc. Rep from * to last 4 dc before 
turning corner sp, (dc in next dc, dc in next sp) 3 times, dc in next dc, ch 5, tr in center sp of corner, ch 5, (dc in 
next dc, dc in next sp) 3 times, dc in next dc.** Rep from * to last 3 dc before next turning corner, (dc in next dc, 
dc in next sp) 2 times, dc in next dc, ch 5, tr in center sp of corner, ch 5, [dc in next dc, dc in next sp] 2 times, dc 


in next dc. Rep from * to ** one time, then rep from * again to last 3 dc, [dc in next dc, dc in next sp] 2 times, dc 
in 3rd ch of turning ch, turn. 


Row 4: Ch 3 (counts as dc), dc in each of next 3 dc, ch 7, sc in next tr, ch 7, *skip next dc, dc in each of next 5 
dc, ch 7, sc in next tr, ch 7. Rep from * to 5-dc group before bottom corner, [dc in each of next 5 dc, ch 7, sc in 
next tr, ch 7] 2 times. Rep from * to last 5-dc group, skip next dc, dc in each of last 4 dc, turn. 


Row 5: Ch 3 (counts as dc), dc in each of next 2 dc, *ch 7, (sc, ch 5, sc) in next sc, ch 7, skip next dc, dc in 
each of next 3 dc. Rep from * across, with last dc in top of turning ch, turn. 


Row 6: Ch 6 (counts as de, ch 3), *[dtr2tog, ch 3] 5 times in next ch-5 sp, skip next dc, dc in next dc, ch 3. Rep 
from * to next corner, ch 5, [(dtr2tog, ch 3) 4 times, dtr2tog] in next ch-5 sp, ch 5, skip next dc, dc in next dc, ch 
3**. Rep from *to ** two more times, rep from * to end, with last dc in top of turning ch, turn. 


Row 7: SI st in first ch-3 sp, ch 1, sc in same sp, *[(ch 5, sc) in each of next 5 sps**, sc in next sp] repeat from * 
to next corner, ch 6, [sc, ch 5] in each of next 3 sps, sc in next sp, ch 6, sc in each of next 2 sps. Rep from * 
across, ending last rep at **, sl st in top of turning ch. Fasten off. 


Finishing 


Blocking: Lay shawl on a padded surface, sprinkle with water, pat in shape, and allow to dry. 
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Pineapples and Shells Capelet Grab a needle and silky mohair yarn to crochet a fashionable 


wrap that features an appealing drape. Because this lacy shell stitch makes increasing easy, you will want to 
create capelets that match every one of your dressy outfits.

Rnd 7: Ch 3, work 1 dc slightly behind beg ch-3 in ch-2 sp (half shell made), * ch 5, skip (ch-4 and 2 sc), 2 sc in 
next ch-3 sp, ch 3, 2 sc in next ch-3 sp, ch 5, skip (ch-4 and 2 dc) [2 dc, ch 2, 2 dc] in next ch-2 sp, rep from * 


around, end 2 dc in last ch-2 sp, ch 2, join with sl st to 3rd ch of beg ch-3. 


Rnd 8: Ch 3, work 1 dc slightly behind beg ch-3 in ch-2 sp * ch 5, skip (2 dc, ch-5 and 2 sc), [1 dc, ch 4, 1 dc] in 
next ch-3 sp, ch 5, skip (ch 5 and 2 dc), [2 dc, ch 2, 2 dc] in next ch-2 sp, rep from * around, end 2 dc in last ch-2 
Sp, ch 2, join with sl st to 3rd ch of beg ch-3.

Rnd 10: Ch 3, work 2 06 slightly behind beg ch-3 in ch-2 sp (half shell made), * ch 4, skip (ch-3 sp and first 
tr3tog), 2 sc in next ch-3 sp, [ch 3, 2 sc in next ch-3 sp] 2 times, ch 4, skip tr3tog, skip (ch-3 and 2 dc), [3 dc, ch 
2, 3 dc] in next ch-2 sp, rep from * around, end 3 dc in last ch-2 sp, ch 2, join with sl st to 3rd ch of beg ch-3. 


Rnd 11: Ch 3, work 2 dc slightly behind beg ch-3 in ch-2 sp (half shell made), *ch 5, skip (ch-4 and 2 sc), 2 sc in 
next ch-3 sp, ch 3, 2 sc in next ch-3 sp, ch 5, skip (ch-4 and 2 dc), [3 dc, ch 2, 3 dc] in next ch-2 sp, rep from * 
around, end 3 dc in last ch-2 sp, ch 2, join with sl st to 3rd ch of beg ch-3.

[1 dc, ch 4, 1 dc] in next ch-3 sp, ch 5, skip (ch-5 and 3 dc), [3 dc, ch 2, 3 dc] in next ch-2 sp, rep from * around, 
end 3 dc in last ch-2 sp, ch 2, join with sl st to 3rd ch of beg ch-3. 


Rnd 13: Ch 3, work 2 dc slightly behind beg ch-3 in ch-2 sp (half shell made), *ch 4, skip ch-5, in next ch-4 sp 
work [(tr3tog, ch 3) 3 times, tr3tog] ch 4, skip (ch-4, and 3 dc), [3 dc, ch 2, 3 dc] in next ch-2 sp, rep from * 
around, end 3 dc in last ch-2 sp, ch 2, join with sl st to 3rd ch of beg ch-3. 


Rnd 14: Ch 3, work 2 06 slightly behind beg ch-3 (half shell made), * ch 6, skip (ch-4 and first tr3tog), 2 sc in 
next ch-3 sp, [ch 3, 2 sc in next ch-3 sp] 2 times, ch 6, skip tr3tog, skip (ch-3 and 2 dc), [3 dc, ch 2, 3 dc] in next 
ch-2 sp, rep from * around, end 3 dc in last ch-2 sp, ch 2, join with sl st to 3rd ch of beg ch-3. 


Rnd 15: Ch 3, work 2 dc slightly behind beg ch-3 in ch-2 sp (half shell made), *ch 6, skip (ch-6 and 2 sc), 2 sc in 
next ch-3 sp, ch 3, 2 sc in next ch-3 sp, ch 6, skip (ch-6 and 3 dc), [3 dC, ch 2, 3 dc] in next ch-2 sp, rep from * 
around, end 3 dc in last ch-2 sp, ch 2, join with sl st to 3rd ch of beg ch-3. 


Rnd 16: Ch 3, work 2 dc slightly behind beg ch-3 in ch-2 sp (half shell made) * ch 6, skip (3 dc, ch-6 and 2 sc), 
[1 dc, ch 4, 1 dc] in next ch-3 sp, ch 6, skip (ch-6 and 3 dc), [3 dc, ch 2, 3 dc] in next ch-2 sp, rep from * around, 
end 3 dc in last ch-2 sp, ch 2, join with sl st to 3rd ch of beg ch-3. 


Rnd 17: Ch 3, work 2 dc slightly behind beg ch-3 in ch-2 sp (half shell made), * ch 4, skip (ch-6 and 1 dc), in 
next ch-4 sp work [(tr3tog, ch 3) 3 times, tr3tog] ch 6, skip (1 dc, ch-6, and 3 dc), [3 dc, ch 2, 3 dc] in next ch-2 
Sp, rep from * around, end 3 dc in last ch-2 sp, ch 2, join with sl st to 3rd ch of beg ch-3. 


Rnd 18: Ch 3, work 2 dc slightly behind beg ch-3 in ch-2 sp (half shell made), * ch 4, skip (ch-4 sp and first 
tr3tog), 2 sc in next ch-3 sp, [ch 3, 2 sc in next ch-3 sp] 2 times, ch 4, skip tr3tog, skip (ch-4 and 3 dc), [3 dc, ch 
2, 3 dc] in next ch-2 sp, rep from * around, end 3 dc in last ch-2 sp, ch 2, join with sl st to 3rd ch of beg ch-3. 


Rnd 19: Ch 3, work 2 dc slightly behind beg ch-3 in ch-2 sp (half shell made), * ch 6, skip (ch-4 and 2 sc), 2 sc 
in next ch-3 sp, ch 3, 2 sc in next ch-3 sp, ch 6, skip (ch-4 and 3 dc), [3 dc, ch 4, 3 dc] in next ch-2 sp, rep from * 
around, end 3 dc in last ch-2 sp, ch 4, join with sl st to 3rd ch of beg ch-3.

With F/5 (3.75 mm) hook, join yarn at neck edge by joining.

Rnd 2: Ch 5, (counts as 1 dc, ch-2) *skip 2 sc, 1 dc in next sc, rep from * around, end ch 2, sl st to 3rd ch of beg

Foundation Row (WS): [2 dc, ch 1, 2 dc] in 6th ch from hook (shell), *skip next 2 ch, 1 dc in next ch **, skip 
next 2 ch, [2 dc, ch1, 2dc] in next ch, rep from * across, ending last rep at **, turn. 


Row 1: Ch 3 (counts as dc, now and throughout), *[2 dc, ch 1, 2 dc] in next ch-1 sp, skip next 2 dc of shell, 
FPdc in next dc, rep from *across, ending last rep with dc in top of turning-ch instead of last FPac, turn. 


Row 2: Ch 3, *[2 dc, ch 1, 2 dc] in next ch-1 sp, skip next 2 dc of shell, BPdc in next dc, rep from * across, 
ending last rep with dc in top of turning-ch instead of BPdc, turn. 


Rows 3-10: Rep Rows 1 and 2, four more times. 

Row 11: Ch 3, "13 dc, ch 3, 3 dc] in next ch-1 sp, skip next 2 dc of shell, FPdc in next dc, rep from *across, 
ending last rep with dc in top of turning ch instead of last FPdc. Fasten off cuff. 

Palm and Thumb Opening 

With RS facing, join yarn at beg of foundation row, working on other side of foundation chain. 

Row 1-4: Rep patt Rows 1 and 2 twice. 


Row 5: Ch 3, *[2 dc, ch 1, 2 dc] in next ch-1 sp, skip next 2 dc of shell, FPdc in next dc, rep from * twice, ch 11, 
skip 1 shell, [1 FPdc, 1 shell, 1 FPdc] in next dc, **[2 dc, ch 1, 2 dc] in next ch-1 sp, skip next 2 dc of shell, FPdc 


in next dc. Rep from ** twice, ending last rep with dc in top of turning-ch instead of last FPdc, turn. (3 complete 
shells on each side, ch-11 in center for thumb opening) 


Row 6: Ch 3, *[2 dc, ch 1, 2 dc] in next ch-1 sp, skip next 2 dc of shell, BPdc in next dc, rep from * twice, skip 2 
ch, [2 dc, ch 1, 2 dc] in next ch, skip 2 ch, 1 dc in next ch, skip 2 ch, [2 dc, ch 1, 2 dc] in next ch, skip 2 ch, 1 
BPdc in next dc. Continue patt as established on rem 3 shells, ending last rep with dc in top of turning ch 
instead of BPdc, turn. 


Row 7-10: Rep patt Rows 1 and 2 twice. 
Row 11: Rep Row 1. 


Row 12: Ch 3, *[3 dc, ch 3, 3 dc] in next ch-1 sp, skip next 2 dc of shell, BPdc in next dc, rep from “across, 
ending last rep with dc in top of turning ch instead of last FPdc. Fasten off palm.

Note: Thumb is worked in the round. 
With RS facing, join yarn in center dc, under thumb opening.

Row 4 (Bead Row): Ch 1, slide a bead up to work, 1 sc in first dc, slide up a bead, 1 sc in next dc, *ch 4, skip 
the ch-3 sps and sl st, slide a bead up to work, 1 sc in next dc, slide up a bead, 1 sc in next dc, rep from * 
placing last sc in 3rd ch of beg ch-3, turn.

When 
each top section is done, fasten off. To work bottom section, rejoin yarn on scalloped edge of waist band, and 
work in one piece to bottom edge.

Row 2: Ch 1, [sc, 2 hdc, 5 dc] in first ch-5 sp, dc in next dc, ch 5, skip next 2 ch-3 sps, dc in next dc, ch 5, skip 
next 4 dc, dc in next dc, ch 5, dc in top of turning ch, turn. 


Row 3: Ch 3 (counts as dc), [4 dc in next ch-5 sp, dc in next dc] twice, ch 3, sc in next ch-5 sp, ch 3, [dc, ch 5, sl 
st] in next dc, turn. 


Rep Rows 2 and 3 for pattern 64, (66, 70, 74) more times, to measure 34 (36, 40, 42)", (86.3, [91.4, 101.6, 106.6] 
cm) when slightly stretched, ending with Row 3, turn. 


To end waistband [ch 3, 4 dc, 2 hdc, sc] in ch-5 sp, sc in next dc, ch 5, sc in next dc, sl st in each st to end, turn 
so straight edge is up, do not fasten off. 


Top Section 


Row 1: [Work 3 sl sts along row edge of first block, 3 sl sts in next sp] three times, ch 8, *[dc in top of next dc, 
skip open row, ch 5] 58 (60, 68, 72) times, dc in top of next dc, turn, leaving last 3 sets of ch-5 sp and block 
rows unworked, (59, 61, 69, 73) loops. Note: the indent on either side of this row leaves room to sew in neck 
trim. 


Row 2: Ch 3 (counts as dc), 4 dc in ch-5 sp, dc in next dc, [ch 5, dc in next dc, 4 dc in next ch-5 sp, dc in next 
dc] repeat to end, dc in last dc, turn.

Rep Rows 2 and 3 until 4 (4 1/2, 5, 5 1/2)" (10 [11.5, 12.5, 14] cm) ending with Row 2. 


Right Front 


Row 1 (RS): Ch 3 (counts as dc), 2 dc in ch-5 sp, dc in next dc, [sk next 4 dc, ch 5, dc in next dc, 4 dc in next 
ch-5 sp, dc in next dc] 5 (5, 7, 8) times, skip next 4 dc, ch 5, dc in next dc, turn, leaving remaining sts unworked. 
(12, 12, 14, 16) loops 


Row 2: Continue working in Body Pattern as established until last 3 sts, skip next 2 dc, ch 2, dc in last st, turn. 
Row 3: Ch 3 (counts as dc), skip ch-2 sp, dc in next dc, work in established pattern to end, turn. 

Row 4: Work in established pattern to end, turn. 

Row 5: Ch 5 (counts as dc, ch 2): Skip next 4 dc, work in established pattern to end, turn. 

Row 6: Work in established pattern until last 3 sts, 2 dc in ch-2 sp, dc in top of turning ch, turn. 

Row 7: Ch 3 (counts as dc), skip next 2 dc, work in established pattern to end, turn. 

Row 8: Work in established pattern to end, turn. 

Rep Rows 1-8, two more times, then work even until armhole measures 7 (7 1/2, 8, 8 1/2)" (18 [19, 20.5, 21.5] 


cm), ending with Row 2, fasten off. 


Back 


Skip Front and 2 sets of (block and ch-5 sp), attach yarn with sl st to next dc. Work Row 3 of Body Pattern over 
next 27, (27, 33, 35) loops, turn. Rep Rows 2 and 3 of Body pattern until 7 (7 1/2, 8, 8 1/2)" (18 [19, 20.5, 21.5] cm) 
ending with Row 3. 

Right Back Shoulder 


Work Body Pattern Rows 2 and 3 one time over next 3 1/2 (3 1/2, 4, 4)" sets of (block and ch-5 sp), leaving 
remainder unworked, fasten off. 


Left Back Shoulder 


Working over last 3 1/2 (3 1/2, 4, 4)" sets of (block and ch-5 sp), attach yarn to fifth block in from corner, work 
Body Pattern Rows 2 and 3 one time to end of Back, fasten off. 


Left Front 


Row 1: Skip Center Back and 2 sets of (block and ch-5 sp), attach yarn with sl st to next dc. Work in 
established pattern to last ch-5 sp, 2 dc in last ch-5 sp, dc in top of turning ch, turn. 


Row 2: Ch 5 (counts as dc, ch 2), skip next 2 dc, dc in next dc, work in established pattern to end, turn. 


Row 3: Work in established pattern to last 4 sts, 0021009 over last dc and top of turning ch, skipping ch-2 sp, 
turn. 


Row 4: Ch 3 (counts as dc), 4 dc in next ch-5 sp, work in established pattern to end, turn. 

Row 5: Work in established pattern to last 5 sts, skip next 4 dc, ch 2, dc in top of turning ch, turn. 

Row 6: Ch 3 (counts as dc), 2 dc in ch-2 sp, dc in next dc, work in established pattern to end, turn. 

Row 7: Work in established pattern to last ch-2 sp, 2 dc in ch-2 sp, dc in top of turning ch, turn. 

Row 8: Ch 8 (counts as dc, ch 5), skip next 4 dc, dc in next dc, work in established pattern to end, turn. 

Rep Rows 1-8 twice, then work even until armhole measures 7 1/2 (8, 8 1/2, 9)" (16.5 [18, 19, 20.5] cm), ending 
with Row 2, fasten off. 

Bottom Section 


Row 1: Turn work so scallops of waist band are facing up, attach yarn with sl st to corner behind first scallop, 
ch 8 (counts as dc, ch 5), [dc between scallops, ch 5] to end of waist band, dc in corner behind last scallop, 
turn. 


Rep Rows 2 and 3 of Body Pattern, 7 times, change to D/3 (3.25 mm) hook, and rep Rows 2 and 3 until 6 1/2 (7, 
7 1/2, 8)" (16.5 [18, 19, 20 20.5] cm) ending with Row 3. Fasten off. 


Front and Neck Trim 


Work Waist Band pattern till piece fits from waist indent, all around neck to other side, and back to waist. 
Fasten off. 
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Sleeves (make two) 


Cuff With C/2 (2.75 mm) hook work Waist Band pattern till 17 (17, 21, 21)" sets of (block and ch-5 sp) rows, ch 
8, turn so straight side is up. 


Sleeve Body [Dc in bottom of next dc, ch 5] to end of cuff, dc in last st of cuff, turn. 


Work Body Pattern Rows 2 and 3 until piece measures 5 1/2 (6, 6 1/2, 7)" (14 [15, 16.5, 18] cm). Change to D/3 
(3.25) hook, work in pattern for another 5" (12.5 cm) for all sizes. Change to E/4 (3.5 mm) hook, continue to 
work in pattern for 5" (12.5 cm) more for all sizes, turn. 


Sleeve Cap For Small and Med Size 


SI st over next 12 (12) sts, work in patt as established, leaving last 2 sets unworked. Turn, work 1 more row of 
patt, change to D/3 (3.25 mm) hook, work in pattern for 8 (8)rows. Change to C/2 (2.75 mm) hook, work in 
pattern for another 6 (8) rows, fasten off. 


For Large and 1 X sizes 


SI st over next 12 (12) sts, work in patt as established, leaving last 2 sets unworked. Turn, work 11 rows more 
of patt, change to D/3 (3.25 mm) hook, work in pattern for 8(8) rows more, fasten off.

Row 4 (RS): Ch 1, 1 sc in first dc, *ch 9, skip 1 dc, [1 sc, ch 4, tr2tog] in next st, skip 1 dc, [tr2tog, ch 4, 1 sc] in 
next st, rep from * to last 2 ch-2 sps, ch 9, skip 1 dc, 1 sc in 3rd ch of turning ch, turn. 


Row 5: Ch 10 (counts as trtr, ch 4), 1 sc in ch-9 loop, *ch 4, [tr2tog, ch 4, او‎ st, ch 4, tr2tog] in next tr2tg, ch 4, 1 
sc in next ch-9 loop, rep from * across to last ch-9 loop, end with ch 4, 1 trtr in last sc, turn. 


Row 6: Ch 1, 1 sc in first trtr, “ch 5, 1 sc in top of next tr2tog, rep from * across, ending with last 1 sc in sixth ch 
of turning ch, turn. 


Row 7: Ch 5 (counts as 1 dc, ch 2), 1 dc in next ch-5 sp, ch 2, 1 dc in next sc, * ch 2, 1 dc in next ch-5 sp, ch 2, 1 
dc in next sc, rep from * to end of row, turn. 


Rep Rows 4-7 for pattern until length, when slightly stretched, is same as shell to armhole, ending with a Row

depend on the shape of the garment) and work straps on both sides in open mesh pattern (dc, ch 2, skip 2 ch), 
decreasing sts as neckline requires.

Row 6: Ch 3, shell in first shell, [ch 4, sk next ch-sp, shell in next shell] 2 times, [ch 5, sk next ch-2 sps and next 
5-sc group, shell in next shell] 9 times, turn. 


Row 7: Ch 3, shell in first shell, [ch 2, 5 sc in next ch-5 sp, ch 2, shell in next shell] 9 times, ch 3, sk next ch-sp, 
12 tr in next shell, ch 3, sk next ch-sp, shell in last shell, turn.

Row 11: Ch 3, shell in first shell, [ch 2, 5 sc in next ch-5 sp, ch 2, shell in next shell] 9 times, ch 2, sk next ch-2 
sp, sc in next ch-3 sp, [ch 3, sc in next ch-3 sp] 8 times, ch 2, sk next ch-2 sp, shell in last shell, turn. 


Row 12: Ch 3, shell in first shell, ch 2, sk next ch-2 sp, sc in next ch-3 sp, [ch 3, sc in next ch-3 sp] 7 times, ch 2, 
sk next ch-2 sp, double shell in next shell, [ch 5, sk next ch-2 sp and 5-sc group, shell in next shell] 9 times, 


turn. 


Row 13: Ch 3, shell in first shell, [ch 2, 5 sc in next ch-5 sp, ch 2, shell in next shell] 8 times, ch 2, 5 sc in next 
ch-5 sp, ch 2, shell in first ch-2 sp of next double shell, ch 3, shell in next ch-2 sp of same double shell, ch 2, sk 
next ch-2 sp, sc in next ch-3 sp [ch 3, sc in next ch-3 sp] 6 times, ch 2, sk next ch-2 sp, shell in last shell, turn. 


Row 14: Ch 3, shell in first shell, ch 2, sk next ch-2 sp, sc in next ch-3 sp [ch 3, sc in next ch-3 sp] 5 times, ch 2, 
shell in next shell, shell in next ch-3 sp, ch 2, [ch 5, sk next ch-2 sps and 5-sc group, shell in next shell] 9 times, 
turn. 


Row 15: Ch 3, shell in first shell, [ch 2, 5 sc in next ch-5 sp, ch 2, shell in next shell] 9 times, [ch 3, sk next ch- 
sp, shell in next shell] 2 times, ch 2, sk next ch-2 sp, sc in next ch-3 sp] 5 times, ch 2, sk next ch-2 sp, shell in 
last shell, turn.

Row 17: Ch 3, shell in first shell, [ch 2, 5 sc in next ch-sp, ch 2, shell in next shell] 9 times, ch 3, sk next ch-sp, 
12 tr in next shell, ch 3, sk next ch-sp, shell in next shell, ch 2, sk next ch-2 sp, sc in next ch-3 sp, [ch 3, sc in 
next ch-3 sp] 2 times, ch 2, sk next ch-2 sp, shell in last shell, turn. 


Row 18: Ch 3, shell in first shell, ch 2, sk next ch-2 sp, sc in next ch-3 sp, ch 3, sc in next ch-3 sp, ch 2, sk next 
ch-2 sp, shell in next shell, ch 2, sk next ch-sp, dc in first tr of next tr group, [ch 1, dc in next tr] 11 times, ch 2, 
sk next ch-sp, shell in next shell, [ch 5, sk next ch-2 sps and 5-sc group, shell in next shell] 9 times, turn.

Sp, sc in next ch-1 sp, [ch 3, sc in next ch-1 sp] 10 times, ch 2, sk next ch-2 sp, shell in next shell, ch 2, sk next 
ch-2 sp, sc in next ch-3 sp, ch 2, sk next ch-2 sp, shell in last shell, turn. 


Row 20: Ch 3, shell in first shell, sk next 2 ch-sps, shell in next shell, ch 2, sk next ch-2 sp, sc in next ch-3 sp, 
[ch 3, sc in next ch-3 sp] 9 times, ch 2, sk next ch-2 sp, shell in next shell, [ch 5, sk next ch-2 sps and 5-sc 
group, shell in next shell] 9 times, turn. 


Row 21: Ch 3, shell in first shell, [ch 2, 5 sc in next ch-5 sp, ch 2, shell in next shell] 9 times ch 2, sk next ch-2 
sp, sc in next ch-3 sp, [ch 3, sc in next ch-3 sp] 8 times, ch 2, sk next ch-2 sp, shell in next shell, leave last shell 
unworked, turn. 


Row 22: Ch 3, shell in first shell, ch 2, sk next ch-2 sp, sc in next ch-3 sp [ch 3, sc in next ch-3 sp] 7 times, ch 2, 
sk next ch-2 sp, double shell in next shell, [ch 5, sk next ch-2 sps and the 5-sc group, shell in next shell] 9 
times, turn. 


Row 23: Ch 3, shell in first shell [ch 2, 5 sc in next ch-5 sp, ch 2, shell in next shell] 8 times, ch 2, 5 sc in next 
ch-5 sp, ch 2, shell in next ch-2 sp of first double shell, ch 3, shell in next ch-2 sp of same double shell, ch 2, sk 
next ch-2 sp, sc in next ch-3 sp, [ch 3, sc in next ch-3 sp] 6 times, ch 2, sk next ch-2 sp, shell in last shell, turn. 


Row 24: Ch 3, shell in first shell, ch 2, sk next ch-2 sp, sc in next ch-3 sp, [ch 3, sc in next ch-3 sp] 5 times, ch 2, 
sk next ch-2 sp, shell in next shell, ch 2, shell in next ch-3 sp, ch 3, shell in next shell [ch 5, sk next ch-2 sps 
and 5-sc group, shell in next shell] 9 times, turn. 


Row 25: Ch 3, shell in first shell [ch 2, 5 sc in next ch-5 sp, ch 2, shell in next shell] 9 times, [ch 3, sk next ch-2 
Sp, shell in next shell] 2 times, ch 2, sk next ch-2 sp, sc in next ch-3 sp, [ch 3, sc in next ch-3 sp] 4 times, ch 2, 
sk next ch-2 sp, shell in last shell, turn. 


Row 26: Ch 3, shell in first shell, ch 2, sk next ch-2 sp, sc in next ch-3 sp, [ch 3, sc in next ch-3 sp] 3 times, ch 2, 
sk next ch-3 sp, [shell in next shell, ch 4, sk next ch-3 sp] 2 times, shell in next shell, [ch 5, sk next ch-2 sps 
and next 5-sc group, shell in next shell] 9 times, turn. 


Row 27: Ch 3, shell in first shell, [ch 2, 5 sc in next ch-5 sp, ch 2, shell in next shell] 9 times, ch 3, sk next ch-4 
sp, 12 tr in next shell, ch 3, sk next ch-4 sp, shell in next shell, ch 2, sk next ch-2 sp, sc in next ch-3 sp, [ch 3, sc 
in next ch-3 sp] 2 times, ch 2, sk next ch-2 sp, shell in last shell, turn. 


Row 28: Ch 3, shell in first shell, ch 2, sk next ch-2 sp, sc in next ch-3 sp, ch 3, sc in next ch-3 sp, ch 2, sk next 
ch-2 sp, shell in next shell, ch 2, sk next ch-3 sp, dc in first tr of the 12-tr group, [ch 1, dc in next tr] 11 times, ch 
2, sk next ch-3 sp, shell in next shell [ch 5, sk next ch-2 sps and next 5-sc group, shell in next shell] 9 times, 
turn. 


Row 29: Ch 3, shell in first shell [ch 2, 5 sc in next ch-5 sp, ch 2, shell in next shell] 9 times, ch 2, sk next ch-2 
sp, sc in next ch-1 sp, [ch 3, sc in next ch-1 sp] 10 times, ch 2, sk next ch-2 sp, shell in next shell, ch 2, sk next 
ch-2 sp, sc in next ch-3 sp, ch 2, sk next ch-2 sp, shell in last shell, turn. 


Row 30: Ch 3, shell in first shell, sk next 2 ch-sps, shell in next shell, ch 2, sk next ch-2 sp, sc in next ch-3 sp, 
[ch 3, sc in next ch-3 sp] 9 times, ch 2, sk next ch-2 sp, shell in next shell, [ch 5, sk next ch-2 sps and next 5-sc 
group, shell in next shell] 9 times, turn. 


Rows 31-76: Rep Rows 21-30 four times, then rep Rows 21-26. 


Finishing Rows 


Row 77: Ch 3, shell in first shell, [ch 2, 5 sc in next ch-5 sp, ch 2, shell in next shell] 9 times, [ch 3, sc in next ch- 
4 sp, ch 3, shell in next shell] 2 times, ch 2, sk next ch-2 sp, sc in next ch-3 sp, [ch 3, sc in next ch-3 sp] 2 times, 
ch 2, sk next ch-2 sp, shell in last shell, turn. 


Row 78: Ch 3, shell in first shell, ch 2, sk next ch-2 sp, sc in next ch-3 sp, ch 3, sc in next ch-3 sp, ch 2, sk next 
ch-2 sp, shell in next shell, do not work remaining shells and ch sps, turn. 


Row 79: Ch 3, shell in first shell, ch 2, sk next ch-2 sp, sc in next ch-3 sp, ch 2, sk next ch-2 sp, shell in last 
shell, turn. 


Row 80: Ch 3, shell in first shell, sk next 2 ch-sps, shell in next shell, do not fasten off, do not turn, shell under 
the sp made by the beg ch-3, shell in next ch-3 sp, sk next ch-3 sp, join with a sl st in the first dc of next shell, 
fasten off. 


Note: Since the shell pattern ends with a scallop, but does not begin the same way, add a scallop on other 
side of beginning chain for balance. With RS facing, starting at the top and working on the other side of the 
beginning chain, join yarn in base of first shell. 


Ch 3 (cts as dc), [2 dc, ch 2, 3 dc] in first shell, [ch 2, 1 sc in base of each of next 5 sc, shell in base of next 
shell] 9 times. Fasten off.

Blocking: Stretching slightly, pin to measurements on a padded surface, sprinkle with water, and allow to dry.

Picot Mesh Pillow Cover 

Skill Level: Easy 

Ch a multiple of 5 plus 2 that is the same width as your pillow when slightly stretched. Work the Picot Mesh 
pattern (page 25) until (when slightly stretched) the crocheted lace is the length of your pillow. Fasten off. 
Finishing 

Pin pillow cover to top of your pillow, marking center of all sides and corners. Using matching thread, sew 
cover to pillow. 

Pineapple Pillow Cover 

Skill Level: Experienced 

Notes: 1. This pillow cover starts in center and is worked outward into square shape. 


2. Beginning in Rnd 3 and continuing for every rnd after, each rnd will begin with sl st in first dc, sl st in first ch- 
sp. 


3. Beginning in Rnd 3, and continuing for every rnd after, work each shell in the ch-sp of the previous shell. 
4. Beginning in Rnd 3, the beginning shell on each rnd will be: [ch 2, 1 dc, ch 2, 2 dc]. 


5. Beginning in Rnd 5, in the first double shell, the ch-2 counts as the first dc as before. 


Begin 


Ch 6, join with a sl st to form ring. 


Rnd 1: Working in the center of ring, ch 4 (counts as dc, ch 1), [2 dc, ch 2] 7 times, 1 dc, sl st to second ch of 
the beg ch 4 (16 dc). 


Rnd 2: Ch 3 ]1 dc, ch 2, 2 dc] in first ch-2 sp (beg shell made), *[2 dc, ch 2, 2 dc] in next sp (shell made). Rep 
from * six more times. SI st to 3rd ch of beg ch-3 (8 shells). 


Rnd 3: SI st in first dc, sl st in first ch-2 sp, ch 2 [1 dc, ch 2, 2 dc] in first ch-2 sp, * ch 2, 10 dc in next ch-2 sp, ch 
2, 1 shell in ch-2 sp of next shell*, rep between *s twice more, ch 2, 10 dc in next ch-2 sp, ch 2. SI st to top ch of 
beg ch-2. 


Rnd 4: 1 shell (see Notes 2 and 4), *ch 2, [1 dc, ch 1] in each of the next 10 dc, ch 2, shell in ch-2 sp of next 
shell*, rep between *s 2 more times, ch 2, [1 dc, ch 1] in each of the next 10 dc, ch 2. SI st to top ch of beg ch-2. 


Rnd 5: Work double shell as follows (see Note 5): *[2 dc, ch 2, 2 dc, ch 2, 2 dc] in center of next shell, ch 2, [1 
sc, ch 3 in next ch-1 sp] 8 times, 1 dc in next ch-1 sp, ch 2, rep from * 3 more times. SI st to top ch of beg ch-2. 


Rnd 6: * 1 shell in first ch-2 sp of double shell, ch 2, 1 shell in 2nd ch-2 sp, ch 2, [1 sc in next ch-3 sp, ch 3] 7 
times, 1 sc in center of next ch-3 sp, ch 2, rep from * 3 more times. SI st to top of beg ch-2. 


Rnd 7: * 1 shell in first shell, [ch 3, 1 sc, ch 3] in ch-2 sp between the double shells, shell in next shell, ch 2, [1 
sc in next ch-3 sp, ch 3] 6 times, 1 sc in next ch-3 sp, ch 2, rep from * 3 more times. SI st to top of beg ch-2. 


Rnd 8: * 1 shell in next shell, ch 3, 1 sc in first ch-3 sp after shell, ch 5, 1 sc in next ch-3 sp before the next shell, 
ch 3, 1 shell in next shell, ch 2, [1 sc in next ch-3 sp, ch 3] 5 times, 1 sc in next ch-3 sp, ch 2, rep from * 3 more 
times. SI st to top of beg ch-2. 


Rnd 9: * 1 shell in next shell, ch 2, 9 dc in next ch-5 sp, ch 2, 1 shell in next shell, ch 2, [1 sc in next ch-3 sp, ch 
3] 4 times, 1 sc in next ch-3 sp, ch 2, rep from * 3 more times. SI st to top of beg ch-2. 


Rnd 10: *1 shell in next shell, ch 2, 1 shell in first dc of 9 dc group, ch 2, 1 shell in 5th dc of same group, ch 2, 1 
shell in 9th dc of same group, ch 2, 1 shell in next shell, ch 2 [1 sc in next ch-3 sp, ch 3] 3 times, 1 sc in next ch- 
3 sp, ch 2, rep from * 3 more times. SI st to top of beg ch-2. 


Rnd 11: * [1 shell in next shell, ch 2] 2 times, 9 dc in next shell, ch 2, [1 shell in next shell, ch 2] 2 times, [1 sc in 
next ch-3 sp, ch 3] 2 times, 1 sc in next ch-3 sp, ch 2, rep from * 3 more times. SI st in top of beg ch-2. 


Rnd 12: "11 shell in next shell, ch 2] 2 times, 1 shell in first dc of 9 dc group, ch 2, 1 shell in Sth dc of same 
group, ch 2, 1 shell in 9th dc of same group, ch 2, [1 shell in next shell, ch 2] 2 times, 1 sc in next ch-3 sp, ch 3, 
1 sc in next ch-3 sp, ch 2, rep from * 3 more times. SI st in top of beg ch-2. 


Rnd 13: * [1 shell in next shell, ch 2] 3 times, 9 dc in next shell, ch 2, [1 shell in next shell, ch 2], 3 times, 1 sc in 
center of next ch-3 sp, ch 2, rep from * 3 more times. SI st in top of beg ch-2. 


Rnd 14: * [1 shell in next shell, ch 2] 3 times *1 shell in first dc of 9 dc group, ch 2, 1 shell in 5th dc of same 
group, ch 2, 1 shell in 9th dc of same group, ch 2, [1 shell in next shell, ch 2]3 times, 1 dc in next sc, ch 2, rep 
from * 3 more times. SI st in top of beg ch-2. 


Rnd 15: *[1 shell in next shell, ch 2] 4 times, 9 dc in next shell, ch 2, [1 shell in next shell, ch 2] 4 times, sk the 
dc, rep from * 3 more times, SI st in top of beg ch-2. 


Rnd 16: [1 shell in next shell, ch 2] 4 times, *1 shell in first dc of 9 dc group, ch 2, 1 shell in 5th dc of same 
group, ch 2, 1 shell in 9th dc of same group, ch 2, [1 shell in next shell, ch 2] 8 times, rep from * 2 more times, 1 
shell in first dc of 9 dc group, ch 2, 1 shell in 5th dc of same group, ch 2, 1 shell in 9th dc of same group, ch 2, [1 
shell in next shell, ch 2] 4 times. SI st in top of beg ch-2. 


Rnd 17: * "11 shell in next shell, ch 2] 5 times, 9 dc in next shell, ch 2, *[1 shell in next shell, ch 2] 10 times, 9 dc 
in next shell, ch 2, rep from * 2 more times, ch 2, [1 shell in next shell, ch 2] 5 times, sl st to join and fasten off. 
Finishing 


Pin pillow cover on top of your pillow, being sure to mark center of all sides and corners. Using matching 
thread, sew cover to pillow.

HANGER 1 SIDE SHELL 


Note: Hanger is made in 4 sections (front and back consist of 2 sections each) that are joined. 


First Front Side 

Row 1: Ch 5 [3 dc, ch 2, 3 dc] in fifth ch from hook (shell made), turn. 

Row 2: Ch 4 [3 dc, ch 2, 3 dc] in the ch-2 sp of shell in previous row, sk 2 dc, tr in next dc, turn. 
Row 3: Ch 4 [3dc, ch 2, 3 dc] in ch-2 sp of shell in previous row, 1 tr in top ch of turning ch, turn. 
Rep Row 3 until 13 rows have been worked. 


Row 14: Ch 4, 2 tr in first tr, shell in ch-2 sp of previous shell, 3 tr in top ch of turning ch, fasten off, set aside. 


Second Side of Front 
Rep first side for 13 rows. 


Row 14: Ch 4, 2 tr in first tr, shell in ch-2 sp of previous shell, 3 tr in top ch of turning ch, do not end off, pull up 
a long loop so as not to lose stitch. 


Holding both Front Sides together, starting at opposite end of where thread is, sew a seam joining 3 tr and 3 
dc on last rows of both sides. Now pick up loop from Row 14, put back on hook, ch 2, work 8 tr in end of seam, 
ch 2, join with sl st to other piece and fasten off. 


Back 
Work same as front. 
Finishing 


Pin front and back pieces, WS together. Starting about 4" (10 cm) in from top end, use an overhand stitch to 
sew front and back together. Stitch down side, along bottom, and up other side. Slip hanger into place, 
stretching lace to fit hanger, and finish stitching the cover. Fasten off. 


HANGER 2 SIDE SHELLS WITH SCALLOP BORDER 


Work same as for Hanger 1, sewing front and back together along top edge only. Insert hanger. Work shell 
border to join bottom edge, working stitches through both front and back layers. 


Shell Border 


Starting at bottom edge, working in sps at end of shells formed by turning chs, join yarn in corner, ch 1, sc in 
first end sp, *ch 2, skip one sp, [1 tr, ch 1] 9 times in next sp, ch 1, sk 1 sp, 1 sc in next end spl, rep from * to 
end. Fasten off. 


HANGER 3 SIDE SHELLS WITH PRINCESS PICOT BORDER 


Work same as for Hanger 1, sewing front and back together along top edge only. Insert hanger. Work 
Princess Picot to join bottom edge, working stitches through both front and back layers. 

Princess Picot Border 

Starting at bottom edge, working in the loops formed by the turning chs, join yarn in corner. 

Row 1: Ch 2, 2 dc in first loop, *ch 2, 2 dc in next loop, rep from * across, ending with 1 dc in last st, turn. 


Row 2: Ch 4, (counts as 1 dc, ch 1) * [1 dc, ch 1, 1 dc] in next ch-2 sp (V st made), ch 1, rep from * across, end 
1 dc in top ch of turning ch, turn. 


Row 3: Ch 3, (counts as first dc) sk next ch-1 sp, * 3 dc in ch-1 sp of next V st, rep from * across, end 1 dc in 
third ch of turning ch, turn. 


Ch 1, 1 sc in first dc, * [1 sc, 1 dc, ch 4, sl st in fourth ch from hook (picot made), 1 dc, 1 sc] in center dc of next 
3-dc group, rep from * across, 1 sc in top ch of turn ch. Fasten off. 


IRISH AND EREEFORM CROCHET 


Irish crochet is a distinctive lace pattern characterized by floral motifs joined together with a 
mesh stitch. The timeless beauty of Irish crochet makes it suitable for many items from linens to 
apparel to baby clothes. 


Many crocheters, myself included, believe that Irish crochet was the first form of freeform 
crochet. Freeform is a series of motifs, such as flowers and leaves, that are joined to make 
beautiful, but oftentimes heavy or cumbersome, items. The garments | have included in this 

chapter use the mesh backgrounmethod and are embellished with traditional Irish crochet motifs 
created using a very light, lace-weight yarn. These freeform crochet items prove that this 
technique can be used to crochet light, airy, and fabulous fashions. 
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Irish crochet is not worked in rows or rounds like standard crochet, but traditionally is worked by pinning 
motifs onto a template, then joining the motifs with a mesh stitch to create lovely lace fabrics. The most 
beautiful examples of Irish crochet are done in very fine thread, usually worked While we love the look of Irish 
crochet, many of us find working with the very fine threads, padding cords, and joining random motifs very 
intimidating. | prefer a simpler method that allows you to make the mesh background first and then appliqué 
finished motifs on top. Using this method, you can create many lovely items in a shorter amount of time. 


In traditional Irish crochet, motifs are pinned to a template and then joined with mesh.

Picot: Ch 3, sc in 3rd ch from hook. 
Chain 16.

Rnd 3: Ch 1 (counts as first sc), *ch 5, working behind petals, work 1 sc in first sc of next petal, rep from * 7 
times omitting last sc, join with SI st to beg ch (8 ch-5 loops). 


Rnd 4: [1 sc, 1 hdc, 3 dc, 1 hdc, 1 sc] in each ch-5 loop around, join with a SI st to first sc (8 medium petals). 


Rnd 5: Ch 1 (counts as first sc), *ch 7, working behind petals, work 1 sc in first sc of next petal, rep from * 7 
times omitting last sc, join with a SI st to beg ch (8 ch 7 loops).

Ch 6, join with a SI st to form a ring. 
Rnd 1: Work 18 sc in ring, join with SI st to first sc.

Rnd 3: Ch 1, skip first ch, 1 sc in each of next 5 sc, [ch 10, 1 sc in each of next 6] twice, ch 12, join with SI st to 
beg ch-1. 


Rnd 4: Ch 1, skip first ch, 1 sc in each of next 4 sc, [22 sc in next ch-10 space, 1 sc in each next 5 sc] twice, 24 
sc next ch-12 space, join with SI st to beg ch-1. 


Rnd 5: Ch 1, sc in next 4 sc *[ch 4, skip 2 sc, sl st in next sc] 7 times, sc in next 5 sc] twice [ch 4, skip 2 sc, sl 
st in next sc] 8 times, join with a sl st to beg ch-1. 


Rnd 6: Ch 1, skip next sc, 1 sc in next sc, [5 sc in next ch-4 space] 7 times, skip next 2 sc, SI st in next sc, ch 
18 for stem, 1 sc in 3rd ch from hook, 1 sc in each of next 15 ch, SI st in next sc on main motif, [5 sc in next ch- 
4 space] 7 times, skip next 2 sc, 1 sc in next sc, skip next 2 sc, [5 sc in next ch-4 space] 8 times, join with a SI 
st in first sc, end off. 
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CURLY EDGED LEAF 
Picot: Ch 3, sc in 3rd ch from hook. 
Chain 16. 


Row 1: 1 sc in 2nd chain from hook, 1 sc in next ch, 1 dc in each of the next 12 chs, 1 sc in next ch, 3 scs in 
the last chain. Working across opposite side of foundation ch, 1 sc in next ch, 1 dc in each of next 12 chs, 1 sc 
in each of last 2 chs. Do join, do not turn. 


Row 2: Continue working in a spiral, working in the back loop of sts, *sc in the next st [picot, SI st in next st, 
sc in next st] 7 times (7 picots)*, [sc in next st, picot, SI st] in next st (point of leaf made). Working on other 
side of leaf, rep from * to * across, sl st in next st, fasten off. 
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SMALL LEAF 
Note: Work leaf on both sides of the foundation chain. 
Ch 12. 


Row 1: 5 dc in the 4th ch from hook, 1 dc in each of next 4 ch, 1 hdc in each of next 2 ch, 1 sc in next ch, [sc, 
ch3, sc] in last ch [point of leaf]. Working across opposite side of foundation ch, 1 sc in next ch, 1 hdc in each 
of next 2 ch, 1 dc in each of next 4 ch, 5 dc in next ch, ch 3, SI st in same st as last dc, end off.

Row 9: Ch 1, 1 sc in each of next 10 sc, 3 sc in next sc, 1 sc next 10 sc, end off. 


Ch 6, join with a SI st to form a ring.

Ch 1, * sc in next Picot, ch 2, rep from * across row, end with 1 sc in last sc. Fasten off. 
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Make 3 Five-Petal Flowers (page 93). 
Make 1 Fancy Shamrock on (page 95). 
Make 4 Wide Curly Edged Leaves (page 93). 


Finishing 


When pieces are all finished, pin the base piece on a padded surface to measure 7 1/2" x 18" (19 x 45.5 cm). 
Sprinkle with water, pat into shape, and allow to dry. When dry, pin embellishments in place and sew onto 
mesh. 


Lining 


Cut two pieces 8 1/2" x 19" (21.5 x 48.5 cm), sew three sides together, leaving one short end open, and turn 
inside out so seams are on the outside. (The inside of the lining bag will be finished.) Turn 1/2" (1.3 cm) of the 
open side of the lining to the outside, sew it to WS of one side of the top of the bag. Fold the bag, and repeat, 
sewing the lining to the other side of the bag. With bag folded in half around lining, sew side seams of bag, 
using a simple weaving stitch. 


Top Border: Join yarn at a side seam. Working along top edge of bag, work in rnds. 
Rnd 1: Ch 1, 3 sc in each ch space all around top of bag, join with sl st to beg ch-1. Do not turn. 


Rnd 2 (Beading Row): Ch 5 (counts as a dc, ch-2), *sk 1 sc, 1 dc in next sc, ch 2, rep from * around, join with 
sl st to 3rd ch of beg ch-S. 


Rnd 3: Ch 1, 2 sc in each ch-2 sp around, join with a sl st to beg ch-1. 

Rnd 4: Ch 1, 1 sc in first sc, *ch 4, 1 sc in 4th ch from hook (Picot made), sk 1 sc, 1 sc in next sc, rep from * 
around, join with sl st to beg sc. Fasten off. 

Tie (make two) 


Using double strand of yarn, ch 125. End off. Weave ties in and out of beading row. Start one tie on one side 
and start the second tie on the opposite side, weaving the ties in opposite directions. Securely knot ends of 
each tie together; sew over knot using a needle and thread. Arrange the ties so that knots will be hidden in 
Rnd 2 at top edge of bag, leaving the ties neatly finished. 


Trefoil Hat Caps off to handsome headwear! Use Irish Crochet motifs in unusual ways to make one-of- 
a-kind wearables. Here, | used a very common Trefoil motif to create an exceptional beret.

Rnd 14: Change to 6/G hook, ch 1, 5 sc in each ch-5 loop, join with a sl st to first sc. (150 sc) 


Rnd 15: Ch 5 (counts as 1 dc, ch-2), *sk 2 sc, 1 dc in next sc, ch 2, rep from * around, join with a sl st to 3rd ch 
of beg ch-5. (50 ch-2 loops) 


Rnd 16: Ch 6 (counts as 1 dc, ch-3), *1 dc in next dc, ch 3, rep from * around, join with a sl st to 3rd ch of beg 
ch-6. (50 ch-3 loops) 


Rnd 17: Ch 7 (counts as 1 dc, ch-4), *1 dc in next dc, ch 4, rep from * around, join with a sl st to 3rd ch of beg 
ch-7. (50 ch-4 loops) 


Rnd 18: Ch 8 (counts as 1 dc, ch-5),*1 dc in next dc, ch 5, rep from * around, join with a sl st to 3rd ch of beg 
ch-8. (50 ch-5 loops) 


Rnd 19: Ch 1,3 sc in each ch-5 loop around, join with a sl st to beg ch-1. (150 sc) 

Rnd 20: Ch 1, *1 sc in each of the next 2 sc, sk next sc, rep from * around, join with a sl st to beg ch-1. (100 sc) 
Rnd 21: Ch 1, *1 sc in each of the next 8 sc, sc2tog, rep from * around, join with a sl st to beg ch-1. (90 sc) 
Rnd 22: Ch 1, *1 sc in each of the next 7 sc, sc2tog, rep from * around, join with a sl st to beg ch-1. (80 sc) 
Rnds 23, 24, 25: Ch 1, 1 sc in each sc around, join with a sl st to beg ch-1. 


Rnd 26: Work 1 Rnd of reverse sc, fasten off.

Rep Rnds 1 through 3 of Base Motif, then join to Base Motif as follows: in ch-6 loop work [1 sc, 1 hac, 2 dc, sl 
st to center dc of any petal of Base Motif, continue 3 dc, 1 hdc, 1 sc] in same Ip on motif in progress, make [1 
sc, 1 hdc, 2 dc in next ch-6 loop, join to center st of next petal on base motif, make 3 dc, 1 hdc, 1 sc] in same 
loop (petals joined). Finish as Base Motif. 


Continue in this manner, making new motifs and joining new motifs always on Rnd 4, following photo for 
placement. 
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Freeform Triple Treat Here are three different designs made from one pattern —a cropped vest, a 


long vest, and a jacket— all crocheted in the same lighter-than-air cashmere/silk blend yarn. Using several 
different size hooks creates the shaping, so there is very little increasing and decreasing. The neck and 
armhole shaping is the same for all garments; if you would like a scoop neck, just leave as is; if you would 
like a V neck, turn back the front edges to create the V. Want to customize the design? Add embellishments 
that reflect your personality.

Armhole Shaping 


SI st over 8 (10, 12, 14) sts, continue with Row 5, omitting 8 (10, 12, 14) sts at other side. Change to D/3 (3.25 
mm) hook and continue in pattern as established till 8 1/2 (9, 9 1/2, 10)" (21.5 [22.8, 24.1, 25.4] cm) from 
armhole. Fasten off. 


Left Front 


Ch 54 (62, 70, 78), work same as back to armhole, ending with Row 4 of pattern. SI st over 8 (10, 12, 14) sts, 
continue pattern to end of row. Change to D/3 (3.25 mm) hook, continue pattern as established until armhole 
is 7" (18 cm), ending at arm edge with Row 3. 


Shape Neck 

Continue with Row 4, omitting last 24 (24, 26, 28) sts, work same as Back to shoulder on rem loops. Fasten 
off. 

Right Front 


Repeat Left Front to armhole, ending with Row 4 of pattern, work across row, omitting last 8 (10, 12, 14) sts, 
turn. Continue pattern as established until same as Left Front to Neck Shaping, ending with Row 4 at neck 
edge, sl st over 24 (24, 26, 28) sts, continue pattern as established on rem loops until same as Back to 
shoulder. 


Embellishments 

With E/4 (3.5 mm) hook, make nine Five-Petal Flowers (page 93), three Ridged Leaves (page 97), and one 
Irish Rose (page 94). 

Finishing 


Sew shoulder and side seams. 


Bottom Border 

With RS facing, with E/4 (3.5 mm) hook, work Princess Picot Border (page 40). With E/4 (3.5 mm) hook, work 
1 row sc all around front and neck edges. Pin embellishments on as shown in photo and sew in place. 

Ties (Make 2) 

Cut two, 2 1/2 yd lengths (2.2 m) of yarn. Fold both strands through edge loop on one side of front, following 
placement in picture. Holding all four strands together, work ch until end. End off, securing with tight knot, and 
cutting ends to about 1/4" (6 mm). Rep for other side. 

Finishing 


Blocking: Lay garment on a padded surface, sprinkle with water, pat into shape, and allow to dry. 
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FREE-FORM LONG VEST 


Back 


With G/6 (4 mm) hook, ch 118 (126, 134, 142), work Maya Mesh Pattern till 12 (12, 12 1/2, 12 1/2)" (30.4 [30.4, 
31.7, 31.7] cm) from beg. Change to F/5 (3.75 mm) hook, continue pattern for 12" (30.4 cm) more, change to 
E/4 (3.5 mm) hook, continue pattern until 30 (30, 30 1/2, 30 1/2)" (76.2 [76.2, 77.4, 77.4] cm) from beg, ending 
with Row 4 of pattern. 


Armhole Shaping 


SI st over 8 (10, 12, 14) sts, continue with Row 5, omitting 8 (10, 12, 14) sts at other side. Change to D/3 (3.25 
mm) hook and continue in pattern as established until 8 (8 1/2, 9, 9 1/2)" (20.3 [21.5, 22.8, 24.1] cm) from 
armhole, fasten off. 


Left Front 


Ch 54 (62, 70, 78). Work same as back to armhole, ending with Row 4 of pattern. SI st over 8 (10, 12, 14) sts, 
continue pattern to end of row. Change to D/3 (3.25 mm) hook, continue in pattern as established until 
armhole is 6 1/2 (7, 7 1/2, 8)" (16.5 [17.7, 19, 20.3] cm), ending at arm edge with Row 3. 


Shape Neck 

Continue with Row 4, omitting last 24 (24, 26, 28) sts, work same as Back to shoulder on rem loops. Fasten 
off. 

Right Front 


Work same as Left Front to armhole, ending with Row 4 of pattern. Work across row omitting last 8 (10, 12, 
14) sts, turn. Continue pattern as established until same as Left Front to Neck Shaping, ending with Row 4 at 
neck edge, turn, sl st over 24 (24, 26, 28) sts, continue pattern as established on rem loops till same as Back 
to shoulder. 


Embellishments 

With E/4 (3.5 mm) hook make six Five-Petal Flowers (page 93), nine Ridged Leaves (page 97), and one Irish 
Rose (page 94). 

Finishing 


Sew shoulder and side seams, leaving 12 (12, 12 1/2, 12 1/2)" (30.4 [30.4, 31.7, 31.7] cm) from bottom open for 
slit. 


Bottom Border 


With RS facing, use E/4 (3.5 mm) hook, work Princess Picot border (page 40) on back and fronts. Using E/4 
(3.5 mm) hook, work 1 row sc all around front and neck edges. Pin embellishments on as shown in photo; 
sew in place. 


Ties (Make 2.) 


Cut two, 2 1/2 yd lengths (2.2 m) of yarn. Fold both strands through edge loop on one side of front, following 
placement in picture. Holding all four strands together, work ch until end. End off, securing with tight knot, and 
cutting ends to about 1/4" (6 mm). Rep for other side. 


Finishing 


Blocking: Lay garment on a padded surface, sprinkle with water, pat into shape, and allow to dry. 
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FREE-FORM JACKET 


Back 


With E/4 (3.5 mm), ch 118 (126, 134, 142), work Maya Mesh pattern till 11 (11 1/2, 12, 12 1/2)" (27.9 [29.2, 30.4, 
31.7] cm) from beg, ending with Row 4 of pattern. 


Armhole Shaping 


SI st over 8 (10, 12, 14) sts, continue with Row 5, omitting 8 (10, 12, 14) sts at other side. Change to D/3 (3.25 
mm) hook and continue in pattern as established till 8 (8 1/2, 9, 9 1/2)" (20.3 [21.5, 22.8, 24.1] cm) from 
armhole. Fasten off. 


Left Front 


Ch 54 (62, 70, 78). Work same as Back to armhole, ending with Row 4 of pattern. SI st over 8 (10, 12, 14) sts, 
continue in pattern to end of row. Change to D/3 (3.25 mm) hook. Continue in pattern as established until 
armhole is 6 1/2 (7, 7 1/2, 8)" (16.5 [17.7, 19, 20.3] cm), ending at arm edge with Row 3. 


Shape Neck 

Continue with Row 4, omitting last 24 (24, 26, 28) sts. Work same as back to shoulder on rem loops. Fasten 
off. 

Right Front 


Work same as Left Front to armhole, ending with Row 4 of patt. Work across row omitting last 8 (10, 12, 14) 
sts, turn. Continue pattern as established until same as Left Front to Neck Shaping, ending with Row 4 at 
neck edge. Turn, sl st over 24 (24, 26, 28) sts, continue pattern as established on rem loops till same as back 
to shoulder. 


Sleeves 


With C/2 (2.75 mm) hook, ch 70 (70, 78, 86). Work Pattern Rows 1-5, then rep Pattern Rows 2-5, four times 
more, change to D/3 (3.25 mm) hook, continue to rep Pattern Rows 2-5 till 18 more Pattern Rows completed. 
Change to E/4 (3.5 mm) hook, continue in pattern until 16 (16, 18, 18) more rows completed. 


Shape Cap 


SI st over 8 (10, 12, 14) sts, continue in pattern as established omitting last 8, (10, 12, 14) sts. Change to D/3 
(3.25 mm) hook, continue in pattern for 7 more rows, change to C/2 (2.75 mm) hook and work pattern for 6 (8, 
10, 12) more rows. Fasten off. 


Embellishments: 

Use E/4 (3.5 mm) hook, work three Five-Petal Flowers (page 93), nine Ridged Leaves (page 97), and one 
Irish Rose (page 84). 

Finishing 


Sew shoulder and side seams. 


Bottom Border: With RS facing, using E/4 (3.5 mm) hook, work Princess Picot border (page 40). Using E/4 
(3.5 mm) hook, work 1 row sc all around front and neck edges. Pin embellishments on as shown in photo; 
sew in place. 


Ties (Make 2) 


Cut two, 2 1/2 yd (2.2 mm) lengths of yarn. Fold both strands through edge loop on one side of front, following 
placement in picture. Holding all four strands together, work ch until end. End off, securing with tight knot, and 
cutting ends to about 1/4" (6 mm). 


Rep for other side. 
Finishing

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BRUGES LACE 


Bruges lace is made by crocheting short rows of double crochet stitches into a long tape. The 
ends of the short rows have arches (or chain spaces) that are joined together in different 
configurations to form a motif, a wider flat item, such as a doily; or a shaped garment. The 
projects for Bruges lace were designed by Tatyana Mirer. 


le chnique S 


The best way to learn how to make Bruges lace is to to jump in and start. This first project is fairly simple and 
will help you understand the process. 


SNOWFLAKE 


Use these wintry shapes as seasonal doilies and coasters or to dress-up tree skirts and holiday packages. 
Switch-up the design by inserting shimmering silver-blue threads. 
Skill Level: Experienced

Row 19 (oval joining): Ch 4, [sc in next arch, ch 2] 4 times, insert hook from front to back in next 2 arches, yo, 
draw through 2 arches, yo, draw through 2 loops on hook (sc in 2 arches is made), [ch 2, sc in next arch] 4 
times, turn, sc in 2nd ch of beginning ch-4, ch 2, dc in each of next 4 sts, turn. 


Rows 20-24: Ch 5, dc in each of next 4 dc, turn. 


Row 25: Ch 5, dc in each of next 4 dc, do not turn (3 arches after last joining). 


Row 26 (curve): Ch 2, insert hook from front to back in 3 adjacent arches, yo, draw through all 3 arches and 
loop on hook, ch 3, turn, dc in each of next 4 sts, turn. 


Rows 27, 29: Ch 5, dc in each of next 4 dc, do not turn. 

Rows 28, 30 (joining): Ch 2, sc in opposite arch, ch 2, turn, dc in each of next 4 sts, turn. 
Rows 31-43: Ch 5, dc in each of next 4 dc, turn. 

Row 44: Ch 5, dc in each of next 4 dc, do not turn, (7 arches after last joining). 

Row 45 (oval joining): Rep Row 19, do not turn. 

Row 46: Ch 5, dc in each of next 4 dc, do not turn. 

Row 47 (joining): Ch 2, sc in opposite arch, ch 2, turn, dc in each of next 4 sts, turn. 
Rows 48-50: Ch 5, dc in each of next 4 dc, turn. 

Row 51: Ch 5, dc in each of next 4 dc, do not turn. 

Rep Rows 26—51, 4 more times. 

Then Rep Rows 26-49. 

Next row: Ch 5, dc in each of next 4 dc, do not turn. 

Next row (joining): Ch 2, sc in opposite arch, ch 2, turn, dc in each of next 4 sts, do not turn. 
Next row (curve): Rep Row 26, turn. 


Join first and last rows with sl st seam. Fasten off. 


Insertion 

Ch 6, join with sl st to first ch to form a ring. [Ch 5, take hook out from loop, insert hook in any inside free arch, 
pick up abandoned loop, ch 6, sc in ring] 6 times (6 petals made). Fasten off. 

Edge 


Join thread in first outside arch from joining, [ch 9, sc in next arch] 2 times, [ch 7, sc in same arch just used, 
(ch 9, sc in next arch) 5 times] 5 times, ch 7, sc in same arch just used, (ch 9, sc in next arch) 3 times, finish 
with sl st. Fasten off. Weave in ends and block snowflake. 


BUTTERFLY 


Let fancies fly! Center a single butterfly on an accent pillow or string a bevy of these beauties together to 
fashion whimsical edging for tea towels or cafe curtains.

Row 7: Ch 5, dc in each of next 2 sts, ch 1, skip ch-1 sp, dc in each of next 2 sts, do not turn. 

Notes: Work in one piece. Insertions are made after the piece is completed.

Row 121 (curve): Rep Row 8. 


Row 123: Ch 2, dc in opposite arch of Row 113, ch 2, turn, skip ch-2 sp, dc in each of next 2 sts, ch 1, skip ch-1 
Sp, dc in each of next 2 sts, turn. 


Row 125 (joining): Ch 2, yo twice, insert hook under previous dc-joining, yo, draw through (4 loops on hook), 
yo, draw through 2 loops only, yo, insert hook in next opposite arch, yo, draw through (5 loops on hook), (yo, 
draw through 2 loops) 4 times, ch 2, turn, skip ch-2 sp, dc in each of next 2 sts, ch 1, skip ch-1 sp, dc in each of 
next 2 sts, turn. 


Rows 126, 127: Ch 5, dc in each of next 2 sts, ch 1, skip ch-1 sp, dc in each of next 2 sts, turn. 
Rows 128, 130: Ch 5, dc in each of next 2 sts, ch 1, skip ch-1 sp, dc in each of next 2 sts, do not turn. 


Row 129 (joining): Ch 2, dc in opposite arch of Row 69, ch 2, turn, skip ch-2 sp, dc in each of next 2 sts, ch 1, 
skip ch-1 sp, dc in each of next 2 sts, turn. 


Row 131 (joining): Ch 2, sc inserting hook in opposite 2 arches of Row 3 and Row 69, ch 2, turn, skip ch-2 sp, 
dc in each of next 2 sts, ch 1, skip ch-1 sp, dc in each of next 2 sts, do not turn. 


Row 132 (curve): Rep Row 8. 


Row 133 (decreasing): Ch 1, او‎ st in opposite ch-3 sp of Row 1, ch 1, turn, skip ch-1 sp, dc in next st, ch 1, skip 
ch-1 sp, 002109 in next 2 sts, turn. 


Row 134: Ch 3, skip ch-1 sp, dc in next st, ch 1, dc2tog in bottom of 2 dc of Row 1, do not turn. 


Antennae 


(Ch 14, skip one ch, sl st in next ch and in each ch to end, sl st in ch-1 sp of previous row) 2 times. Fasten off. 


Insertion (see diagram) 


Insertion can be worked with different color thread. Join thread in arch of Row 7, ch 4 (counts as 1st dtr), yo 3 
times, insert hook in same arch, yo, draw through (5 loops on hook), (yo, draw through 2 loops) 3 times, ch 1, 2 
dtr cluster in center of Row 23 joining, ch 1, 2 dtr cluster in arch of Row 25, ch 1, 2 dtr cluster in center of Row 
31 joining, ch 1, 2 dtr cluster in arch of Row 33, ch 1, 2 dtr cluster in center of Row 61 joining, ch 1, 2 dtr cluster 
in arch of Row 63, ch 1, 2 dtr cluster in center of Row 65 joining, ch 1, sl st in top of beginning ch 4. Fasten off. 
Work the other insertion in the same way to fill open space on the opposite side. 


Finishing 


The butterfly can be decorated with different color chain stitches worked through the ch-1 spaces of the tape 
after the butterfly is finished. Weave in ends and block butterfly.

Row 45: Ch 5, dc in each of next 4 sts, turn. 

Row 46: Ch 5, dc in each of next 4 sts, do not turn. 

Rows 47-78: Rep Rows 47-78 for Stripe 3. 


With sl st to form seam, join first and last rows together, making sure seam is on WS of work. Fasten off. 


Stripe 6 (joined with Stripe 5 and yoke band) 


Rep Stripe 3. 
Stripe 7 (side stripe, joined with Stripe 6) 


Rows 1-38: Rep Rows 1-38 for Stripe 1. 
Row 39: Ch 5, dc in each of next 4 sts, do not turn. 


Row 40: Ch 2, yo 4 times, unf tr in previous arch of this stripe, unf tr in joining arch of same row of previous 
stripe, unf tr in next arch of previous stripe (on hook 6 loops), yo, draw through 3 loops, (yo, draw through 2 
loops) 3 times, ch 2, turn, dc in each of next 4 sts, turn. 


Rows 41-72: Rep Rows 41-72 for Stripe 1. 

With sl st to form seam, join first and last rows together, making sure seam is on WS of work. Fasten off. 
Stripe 8 (joined with Stripe 7 and yoke band) 

Rows 1-38: Rep Rows 1-38 for Stripe 1. 

Rows 39, 40: Rep Rows 39, 40 for Stripe 7. 

Rows 41, 43, 45: Ch 5, dc in each of next 4 sts, do not turn. 


Row 42: Ch 2, skip 13 arches of yoke band (sleeve area), dc in marked arch, ch 2, turn, dc in each of next 4 
sts, do not turn. 


Row 44: Ch 2, sc in next arch of yoke band, ch 2, turn, dc in each of next 4 sts, do not turn. 

Row 46: Ch 2, dc in next arch of yoke band, ch 2, turn, dc in each of next 4 sts, do not turn. 

Rows 47-80: Rep Rows 47-80 for Stripe 2. 

With sl st to form seam, join first and last rows together, making sure seam is on WS of work. Fasten off. 
Stripe 9 (joined with Stripe 8 and yoke band) 

Rep Stripe 3. 


Stripe 10 (center back, joined with Stripe 9 and yoke band) 
Rep Stripe 4. 


Stripe 11 (joined with Stripe 10 and yoke band) 

Rep Stripe 5. 

Stripe 12 (joined with Stripes 11 and 1, and yoke band) 
Rows 1-40: Rep Rows 1-40 for Stripe 1. 

Rows 41, 43, 45: Ch 5, dc in each of next 4 sts, do not turn. 


Row 42: Ch 2, yo 4 times, unf tr in previous sc-joining, unf tr in dc-joining of Stripe 11 and yoke band, unf tr in 
next arch of yoke band (6 loops on hook), yo, draw through 3 loops, (yo, draw through 2 loops) 2 times, insert 
hook in next arch of yoke band, yo, draw through, yo, draw through all 3 loops on hook, ch 2, turn, dc in each of 
next 4 sts, turn. 


Row 44: Ch 2, sc in next arch of yoke band, ch 2, turn, dc in each of next 4 sts, do not turn. 
Row 46: Ch 2, 06 in next marked arch of yoke band, ch 2, turn, dc in each of next 4 sts, do not turn. 


Row 47 (curve): Ch 2, insert hook from front to back in 3 adjacent arches, yo, draw through all arches and 
loop on hook, ch 3, turn, dc in each of next 4 sts, turn. 


Row 48: Ch 5, dc in each of next 4 sts, do not turn. 


Row 49: Ch 5, sc in center st of curve, ch 3, sc in next arch, ch 3, turn, sl st in 2nd ch of beg ch-5, ch 2, dc in 
each of next 4 sts, do not turn. 


Row 50: Ch 2, yo 4 times, unf tr in previous arch of Stripe 12, unf tr in top arch of Stripe 1, unf tr in opposite 
arch of Stripe 1 (6 loops on hook), yo, draw through 3 loops, (yo, draw through 2 loops) 2 times, unf dc in 
opposite arch of Stripe 1 just used, yo, draw through 2 loops on hook, ch 2, turn, dc in each of next 4 sts, do not 
turn. 


Row 51: Ch 5, sc in ch-3 space, ch 3, sc in next arch, ch 3, turn, sl st in 2nd ch of beg ch-5, ch 2, dc in each of 
next 4 sts, do not turn. 


Row 52: Ch 2, sc in opposite arch of Stripe 1, ch 2, turn, dc in each of next 4 sts, do not turn. 
Rows 53-78: Rep Rows 51 and 52. 


Row 79: Ch 5, sc in ch-3 sp, ch 3, sc in next arch, ch 3, sc in center st of curve, ch 3, turn, sl st in second ch of 
beg ch-5, ch 2, dc in each of next 4 sts, do not turn. 


Row 80: Ch 2, sc in opposite arch of Stripe 1, ch 2, turn, dc in each of next 4 sts. 


With sl st to form seam, join first and last rows together, making sure seam is on WS of work. Fasten off. 
Weave in all ends.
